AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Com- 
pany to  lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits,  cables, 
wires  and  manholes  in  certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  "  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,"  to 
lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits,  cables,  and  wires, 
and  construct  the  necessary  manholes  along  the  route  of  said 
conduits  according  to  plans  approved  by  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors,  in  the  following  streets,  viz. :  From  Third 
and  Chestnut  streets,  along  Third  to  Dock  street;  thence 
along:  Dock  to  Walnut  street;  thence  along  Walnut  street  to 
Delaware  river :  Provided,  The  said  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  "Or- 
dinance regulating  the  laying  and  construction  of  underground 
wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  and  tubes  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  August  5,  1886,"  and  such 
other  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted  relating  to  the 
laying  and  construction  of  the  same  ;  also,  with  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  for  the  laying  and  main 
tenance  of  underground  wires,  cables,  conduits,  and  tubes  not 
provided  for  in  the  general  ordinance  above  mentioned :  And 
provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  grant  unto  the  said  "  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company  "  the  exclusive  right,  or  to  prevent  the  grant  of 
similar  privileges  to  other  individuals  or  corporations,  for  like 
purposes  on  the  streets  herein  named. 

Sect.  2.  The  privileges  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall 
cease  and  determine,  unless  the  work  herein  authorized  shall 
be  commenced  immediately  after  its  passage,  and  shall  be 
completed  by  the  first  day  of  December,  1887  :   Provided,  That 


AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  J.  A.  Dougherty  &  Son  to  lay  an  iron  pipe  across 
Front  street,  below  Girard  avenue,  to  connect  their  office 
and  distillery  with  their  warehouse. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  Messrs.  J.  A.  Dougherty  &  Son  to  lay  under  and 
across  Front  street  a  six  inch  iron  pipe  to  connect  their  office 
and  distillery  (No.  1134),  on  the  west  side  of  Front  street, 
below  Girard  avenue,  Sixteenth  Ward,  with  -their  warehouse, 
on  the  opposite  side  of  said  Front  street.  The  said  pipe  to  be 
laid  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways :  Provided,  That  the  said  J.  A.  Dougherty  &  Son  first 
pay  fifty  dollars  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  printing  this  ordi- 
nance ;  And  provided,  That  the  permission  hereby  granted 
shall  be  revocable  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution  to  that  effect 
without  notice.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Surveys 
be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  strike  from  the  plan  of  the 
city  Chew  street,  between  Mount  Airy  avenue  and  Germantown 
avenue,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Kensington  and  Tacony  Railroad  Company 

to  construct  its  railroad  upon  and  across  streets  in  the  City 

of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
■of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Kensington  and  Tacony 
Railroad  Company  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to  extend  its 
line  of  railroad  from  its  present  terminus,  at  or  near  the  inter- 
section of  Venango  street  and  Delaware  avenue,  thence  north- 
wardly by  a  line  following  the  general  direction  of  the  Dela- 
ware river  to  a  connection  with  the  Tacony  Branch  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad,  at  Tacony  ;  and  to  enter 
upon,  occupy,  and  cross  with  its  line,  any  and  all  streets, 
lanes,  and  alleys  betAveen  the  points  above  named,  with  all  the 
suitable  and  necessary  turn-outs  into  and  upon  the  warehouses 
and  wharves  that  may  be  located  along  said  line,  or  that  may 
be  hereafter  located  along  said  line,  when  such  turn-outs  are 
requested  by  the  owners  of  said  warehouses  and  wharves,  so 
that  the  manufactories  and  business  interests  along  the  said 
line  shall  have  full  benefit  of  receiving  from  and  delivering 
property  to  the  said  road. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Kensington  and  Tacony  Railroad  Com- 
pany, wherever  it  shall  cross  or  occupy  any  now  opened  public 
street,  shall  keep  that  portion  thereof  occupied  by  its  track  in 
good  order  and  condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  harmless,  so  far  as  the  said  city  may  be  liable 
therefor,  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow 
out  of  the  construction  or  use  of  the  said  railroad,  over,  upon, 
or  under  the  streets  as  aforesaid. 

Provided,  That  no  higher  charges  shall  be  made  by  the  rail- 
road company  hereinbefore  named,  for  the  transportation  of 
any  traffic  over  the  line  of  the  railroad  hereinbefore  authorized 
to  be  constructed,  than  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, entitled  "An  Act  regulating  railroad  companies,"  ap- 
proved the  nineteenth  day  of  February,  1849. 

Sect.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  said 
company  shall  have  first  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars,  to  pay  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  7  of  the  ordinance- 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  construction  and 
joint  occupation  of  a  railroad  beginning  at  the  intersection  of 
Cedar  street  and  Lehigh  avenue,  across  Lehigh  avenue  and 
along  Commerce,  York.  Gaul,  Almond,  and  Aramingo  streets,. 
and  connecting  the  same  with  the  tracks  of  River  Front  Rail- 
road and  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Companies," 
approved  June  23,  1884,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  fol- 
lowing words  :  "No  cars  shall  be  moved  on  the  said  railroads 
herein  and  hereby  authorized,  excepting  between  the  hours  of 
eleven  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  five  o'clock  A.  M.,  and"  so  that 
the  section  as  amended  will  read:  Section  7.  "No  cars  shall 
be  permitted  to  stand  upon  said  tracks  for  a  longer  period 
than  five  minutes  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties 
are  now  by  law  collectible.

(350)  copies  of  the  messages  and  reports,  bound  together, 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Clerks  of  Councils  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  Councils :  Provided,  also,  That  the  Mayor  shall 
be  allowed,  when  in  his  judgment  it  is  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  city,  to  purchase  or  contract  bills  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  :  Provided, 
also,  That  the  Controller  may  countersign  warrants  for  bills  on 
Items  15,  alterations,  repairs,  etc. ;  22,  for  fuel ;  30,  for 
advertising  ordinances  ;  and  35,  for  the  relief  of  police  officers, 
for  the  year  1886  :  Provided,  That  not  more  than  one-fourth 
of  the  amount  appropriated  shall  be  drawn  against  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  April,  1887,  except  Items  15,  alterations,  etc. ;  19, 
bedding  ;  20,  badges  ;  22,  fuel ;  24,  stationery  ;  37,  improved 
pavements  ;  46,  alterations,  etc. ;  47,  pavements,  etc. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Mayor  in  conformity 
with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

dedicated  or  properly  opened :  And  further  provided,  that 
the  said  grading  shall  be  advertised  for,  and  the  contract 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder.

into  a  satisfactory  agreement  to  pay  the  contract  price  for  the

-assessed  at  suburban  rates  ;  Mehl  street,  from  Germantown 
avenue  to  Wakefield  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  with 
vitrified  paving  brick,  without  a  sewer  being  first  laid  therein, 
cost  for  intersections  and  unassessable  property  not  to  exceed 
four  hundred  (400)  dollars ;  Wakefield  street,  from  W'ister 
street  to  Fisher's  lane,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  with 
vitrified  paving  brick,  cost  of  intersections  and  unassessable 
property  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  and  ninety-two  (992) 
dollars  ;  Twentieth  street,  from  Tioga  to  Ontario  streets,  in  the 
Twenty-eighth  Ward,  with  granite  blocks  and  gravel  joints ; 
cost  of  intersections  and  unassessable  property  not  to  exceed 
seventeen  hundred  (1,700)  dollars  ;  Pacific  street,  from  Twenty- 
second  street  to  Nicetown  lane,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward, 
with  vitrified  paving  brick,  without  a  sewer  being  first  laid 
therein,  cost  for  intersections  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars ;  the  following  streets  in  the  Twenty -first  Ward  with 
granite  blocks,  and  pebble  and  pitch  cemented  joints,  and 
without  sewers  being  first  laid  in  said  streets,  viz.  :  Hermitage 
street,  from  Washington  to  Smick  streets,  cost  of  intersections 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifteen  (215)  dollars;  Kipka 
avenue,  from  Mansion  avenue  to  Hamilton  street,  cost  of  inter- 
sections not  to  exceed  seventy  (70)  dollars  ;  Penn  street,  from 
Main  to  Cresson  streets,  cost  of  intersections  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  dollars;  Sharpnack  street,  from 
Germantown  avenue  to  Chew  street,  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward,  with  granite  blocks  and  gravel  joints,  cost  for  intersec- 
tions not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars :  Provided, 
That  a  sewer  be  first  laid  in  said  street;  The  conditions  of 
which  contract  shall  be,  that  the  contractor  or  contractors 
shall  collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty respectively  fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall  also 
enter  into  an  obligation  to  the  city  to  keep  said  streets  in 
good  repair  for  three  years  after  the  paving  is  finished : 
Provided,  Said  streets  shall  be  first  dedicated  or  properly 
•opened:    Arid  provided,  The    Chief   Commissioner  of   High- 
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ways  first  advertise  for  proposals  for  paving  said  streets  and 
award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that  the  own- 
ers of  property  fronting  on  said  streets  shall  not  be  charged 
more  than  the  contract  price.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances, so  far  as  they  may  be  in  conflict  herewith,  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  preliminary  estimates  for  ordinances  for  grad- 
ing and  paving. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  hereafter  all  ordinances  for  grad- 
ing and  paving  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  shall 
be  referred  by  Councils  to  the  Committee  on  Highways,  shall 
by  them  be  referred  to  a  sub-committee  without  certificates 
being  first  required.  Should  the  sub-committee  of  Highways 
after  investigation  report  favorably  thereon,  then  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
obtain  from  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  or  from  the 
proper  District  Surveyor,  the  necessary  preliminary  estimates 
for  the  grading  or  paving  required;  and  the  cost  therefor  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  item  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Highways  for  preliminary  estimates  for  grading 
and  paving.  The  certificates  when  received  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  to  be  placed  on  file  in  his  office 
for  his  use,  and  his  clerk  shall  certify  therefrom  upon  the 
ordinances,  the  amount  of  grading  or  paving  respectively 
required  ;  and,  also,  obtain  and  attach  thereto  all  other  certifi- 
cates needed  for  the  information  of  the  Highway  Committee 
for  recommending  the  ordinance:  Provided,  That  no  certifi- 
cates be  ordered  after  said  item  for  preliminary  estimates  is 
exhausted,  or  ordinances  recommended  and  repoited  to  Coun- 
cils for  grading  or  paving  by  the  Highway  Committee,  when- 
ever the  items  for  grading  or  paving  intersections  shall  have 
respectively  been  exhausted. 
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Sect.  2.  That  the  certificates  so  obtained  may  be  used  in 
lieu  of  a  second  measurement  for  the  purposes  provided  for  in 
the  ordinance,  approved  December  23,  1874,  Sect.  5,  appli- 
cable thereto ;  and  in  case  the  ordinance  is  not  favorably 
recommended  by  the  Highway  Committee,  or  fails  to  pass 
Councils,  the  certificates  may  again  be  used  as  aforesaid  :  Pro- 
vided, That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways,  it  is  practicable  to  do  so.

Roumfort  avenue,  from  Stenton  avenue  to  Sprague  street,  and 
Sprague  street,  from  Gowen  avenue  to  Roumfort  avenue,  in 
the  Twenty-second  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  thirteen 
hundred  (1,300)  dollars  ;  the  dirt  removed  from  Roumfort 
avenue  to  be  deposited  in  sufficient  quantities  on  that  part  of 
Sprague  street  requiring  filling  to  bring  the  same  to  the  estab-

avenue,  from  Ridge  avenue  to  Wissahickon  drive,  in  the 
Twenty-first  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  fourteen  hundred 
(1,400)  dollars;  Sixty-fourth  street,  from  Hamilton  street  to 
Haverford  avenue,  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  (325)  dollars :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  dirt  removed  from  the  said  Sixty-fourth  street, 
between  the  points  named,  shall  be  deposited  on  Hamilton

street,  from  Dakota  to  York  streets,  in  the  Twenty-eighth 
Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  dol- 
lars ;  Thirty-second  street,  from  Dakota  to  Y  ork  streets,  in 
the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
and  ninety  (190)  dollars ;  Mascher  street,  from  a  point  four 
hundred  and  seventy  feet  north  of  Columbia  avenue  to  Berks 
street,  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  three 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (325)  dollars;  Frank  street,  from 
Green  street  to  Wissahickon  avenue,  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five

thousand  (2,000)  dollars;  Jefferson  street,  from  Twenty-eighth 
to  Thirtieth  streets,  in  the  Twenty-ninth  Ward,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-three  (1,823)  dollars,  and 
that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  streets  shall  grade, 
curb,  and  pave  their  sidewalks.

street,  from  the  sewer  in  Second  street,  to  the  west  curb  line 
of  Orianna  street;  on  Chelton  avenue,  between  Hancock 
street  and  Bellfield  avenue  ;  and  also  on  Chelton  avenue,  be- 
tween Bellfield  avenue  and  Wilson  street ;  On  Eighth  street, 
from  Spruce  street  to  Locust  street ;  on  Mascher  street,  from 
the  sewer  in  Susquehanna  avenue,  to  Dauphin  street ;  on  Ninth 
street,  from  Susquehanna  avenue  to  Dauphin  street;  on  Noble 
street,  between  Third  and  Fourth  streets  ;  on  Pulaski  avenue, 
from  Manheim  street  to  Apsley  street ;  and  on  Apsley  street, 
from  Pulaski  avenue  to  the  creek  southwest  of  Green  street ; 
on  Palethorp  street,  from  the  north  curb  line  of  Huntingdon

To  prohibit  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  north  of  Carpenter 
street  and  west  of  Township  line,  or  Stenton  avenue,  in 
the  Twenty-second  Ward,  except  on  farm  land  and  for  farm 
purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect 
or  construct  any  wooden,  framed,  brick-paned  or  other  build- 
ing whatsoever,  the  walls  whereof  are  not  composed  wholly  of 
incombustible  materials,  or  remove  any  such  building  except 
on  the  same  or  an  adjoining  lot,  or  to  enlarge  any  such  build- 
ing anywhere  north  of  Carpenter  street  and  west  of  Township 
line,  or  Stenton  avenue,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward  (except 
on  farm  land  and  for  farm  purposes). 

Sect.  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  erect  or 
construct  or  enlarge,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  constructed,  or 
enlarged  any  such  wooden,  framed,  brick-paned  building  upon 
any  lot  or  piece  of  ground  north  of  Carpenter  street  and  west 
of  Township  line,  or  Stenton  avenue,  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward,  or  remove  any  such  building  therein,  except  on  the 
same  or  to  an  adjoining  lot,  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending  shall 
forfeit,  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  penal- 
ties for  breaches  of  ordinances  are  or  shall  be  by  laAv  recover- 
able (except  on  farm  land  and  for  farm  purposes). 

Sect.  3.  That  each  and  every  person  who  shall  erect  or 
construct  or  enlarge  or  cause  to  be  erected,  constructed,  or  en- 
larged or  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  wooden,  framed, 
or  brick-paned  building  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  or  who 
shall  become  the  owner  thereof  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
so  built,  or  who  shall  omit,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  remove  the 
same  within  thirty  days  after  notice  to  that  effect  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  further  sum  of  fifty  dollars  and  also  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  every  period  of  one  month  for  which  he, 
she,  or  they  shall  omit,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  remove  the  same 
after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  aforesaid,  to  be  recovered  as 
penalties  of  equal  amount  are,  or  shall  be,  recoverable  for  the 
use  of  the  city  :  Provided  always,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  considered  as  applying  to  bath  houses  or  privieB 
attached  to  dwellings  the  lower  story  of  which   shall  be    com- 
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posed  of  brick  or  other  incombustible  materials,  or  brick  sheds 
or  coal  sheds  or  sheds  for  the  temporary  storage  of  merchandise. 
Provided',  That  the  partition  between  bath  houses  shall  be 
composed  of  brick  or  other  incombustible  materials,  except 
such  bath  houses  as  now  are  in  course  of  erection. 

SECT.  4.  That  every  person  who  shall  contract  for  the 
erection  or  construction  of  any  building,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty  (20)  dollars,  recoverable  in  the  manner  aforesaid. 

Sect.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the 
police  apppointed  by  the  Mayor  as  captains  to  prosecute  all 
offenders  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the 
Police  Department  of  Philadelphia,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired, to  give  information  to  the  captains  of  all  offences  which 
shall  be  committed  in  violation  of  this  ordinance.

To  authorize  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  repave 
and  repair  private  streets,  courts,  and  alleys. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  any  case  where  a  private 
street,  court,  or  alley  shall  require  repairing  or  repaving,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  notify  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  fronting  on 
said  street,  court,  or  alley  to  do  the  necessary  work  required 
to  place  said  street,  court,  or  alley  in  thorough  repair,  and 
upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  said  owner  or  owners  thereof  to 
do  said  work  within  twenty  days  from  the  service  of  said  no- 
tice, the  same  shall  be  done  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  at 
the  cost  and  expense  of  said  owner  or  owners,  and  the  bills 
therefor  presented  to  the  said  owner  or  owners  for  payment,  to 
include  expenses  thereof,  and  at  a  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  advance 
thereon  to  be  added  as  a  penalty  for  such  refusal  or  neglect 
(see  Act  April  23,  '20,  W.,  184),  and  if  said  owner  or  owners 
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shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  bill  within  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  service,  then  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
shall  pay  the  contractor  who  did  the  work  by  warrant  drawn 
against  the  item  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Highways  for  repairs  to  paved  streets,  and  the  bills  therefor 
shall  be  sent  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  collection  or  lien  against 
the  properties  respectively  responsible  for  the  work  done.  The 
aforesaid  notices  to  repair  streets,  courts,  or  alleys  shall  be 
served  upon  the  respective  owner  or  owners  in  person,  or  upon 
their  authorized  agent  or  agents,  or  at  his,  her,  or  their  resi- 
dence or  places  of  business,  and  in  case  of  inability  to  ascer- 
tain such  residence  or  place  of  business,  then  the  service  of 
said  notice  by  posting  a  copy  upon  the  respective  premises  and 
the  publication  thereof  three  times  in  three  daily  newspapers 
of  said  city  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  the  same. 
(See  Act  April  23,  '29,  West,  p.  184,  and  Ordinance  May  3, 
'55,  West,  p.  185.)  The  cost  of  advertising  to  be  charged  to 
the  property  owner :  Provided,  That  no  owner  of  any  lot  of 
ground  shall  be  required  to  pave  or  curb  except  opposite  or  in 
front  of  his  or  her  lot  of  ground,  and  to  no  greater  extent 
'  than  one-half  of  the  width  of  any  such  street,  court,  or  alley, 
and  except  further  when  private  streets  cross  each  other,  owners 
of  corner  properties  shall  be  charged  to  the  centre  of  the 
intersection  :  And  provided,  That  no  private  alley  which  shall 
be  enclosed,  or  intended  for  the  sole  use  of  the  owner  or  occu- 
pier, shall  be  required  to  be  paved,  and  that  no  private  street 
not  intended  for  the  passage  of  carts  shall  be  required  to  be 
curbed. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

The  Select  and  <  'ommon  <  'ouneils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is, 
hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  enter  security  according  to 
law,  in  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions  of  this  County,  to  indemnify  the  owners  of 
property  for  any  land  damages  which  may  lawfully  accrue  by 
reason  of  the  opening  of  the  said  street ;  and  the  Mayor  is 
hereby  granted  full  power  to  do  and  perform  all  acts  necessary 
in  the  premises  to  carry  into  eifect  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  be, 
and  he  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  approval 
by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  security  authorized 
by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  to  immediately  enter 
upon  and  open  said  Pulaski  avenue,  from  Rittenhouse  to 
Harvey  streets,  to  public  use.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is,  hereby 
granted  to  the  Penn  Electric  Light  Company  of  New  Jersey 
to  lease  their  underground  conduits  for  electric  light,  power, 
telegraphic  and  telephonic  purposes,  and  for  pneumatic  tubes : 
Provided,  That  the  said  Penn  Electric  Light  Company  of 
New  Jersey  shall,  in  writing,  agree  to  furnish,  free  of  expense 
or  charge,  the  Electrical  Department,  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
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with  one  duct  or  chamber  in  their  conduits,  or  in  lieu  thereof, 
furnish  the  said  Electrical  Department,  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
with  three  good  working  electrical  conductors,  by  separate 
cable  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  chief  of  the 
said  department,  and  required  by  the  ordinance  approved 
April  5,  1886;  and  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  breaking 
of  the  streets  until  said  agreement  shall  be  prepared  by,  and 
filed  with,  the  City  Solicitor ;  and  before  the  granting  of  a 
permit  the  said  company  shall  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the 
City  Treasury  for  printing  this  ordinance :  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia from  granting  like  privileges  on  the  streets  occupied  by 
said  company  to  other  individuals  or  companies.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Relative  to  the  construction  of  the  railroad  of  the  Metropolitan 
Railroad  Company  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  author- 
izing it  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  certain  streets  in  said  city 
under  certain  conditions,  and  providing  for  the  carrying 
into  effect  of  such  authority  and  conditions. 

WHEREAS,  The  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  has  filed 
articles  of  association  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  at  Harrisburg,  under  the  general  railroad  laws 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  procured  Letters  Patent 
thereon  of  date  October  7,  1886,  and  desires  to  construct  and 
operate  a  railroad  thereunder,  commencing  at  or  near  Upper 
Darby  Post  Office,  Delaware  County,  thence  passing  through 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  to  a  point  at  or  near  Chelton 
Hills,  Montgomery  County. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Ciiy 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  authority  and  consent  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  given  to  said  corporation  to 
construct,  maintain,  and  operate  the  portions  of  the  said  rail- 
road within  the  limits  of  said  city,  with  two  or  more  railway 
tracks,  through  and  under  the  following  streets  and  avenues  : 
Commencing  at  the  boundary  line  between  Delaware  County 
and  Philadelphia  County,  at  its  intersection  with  Market 
street  ;  thence  through  and  under  Market  street,  to  its  inter- 
section with  Thirty-first  street ;  thence  through  private  property r 
passing  over  Thirtieth  street  and  the  Schuylkill  river  at  least 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  south  of  Market  street  bridge  ; 
thence  to  Twenty-third  and  Market  streets;  (or  may  tunnel 
from  Thirty-first  street,  passing  under  the  Schuylkill  river 
to  Twenty-third  street)  thence  through  and  under  Market 
street,  to  its  intersection  with  Merrick  street;  thence  through 
and  under  Merrick  street,  to  its  intersection  with  Filbert 
street;  thence  through  and  under  Filbert  street,  to  its  inter- 
section with  Broad  street ;  thence  through  and  under  Broad 
street,  to  its  intersection  with  the  City  Line  road.  Also, 
branch  lines  and  extensions  from  a  point  at  the  intersection  of 
Market  street  to  its  intersection  with  Merrick  street;  thence 
through  and  under  Merrick  street,  to  its  intersection  with 
South  Penn  square ;  thence  through  and  under  South  Penn 
square,  to  its  intersection  with  Broad  street ;   with  a  branch 
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•  extension  through  and  under  South  Penn  square  and  Juniper 
street,  to  its  intersection  with  Market  street ;  thence  through 
and  under  Broad  street,  to  its  intersection  with   Government 

.avenue.     Also,  branch  lines  and  extensions  from  a  point   at 

the  intersection  of  Broad  and  Filbert  streets  ;  thence  through 
and  under  Filbert  street,  to  its  intersection  with  Juniper 
street ;    thence    through    and    under    Juniper    street,    to    its 

.intersection  with  Market  street ;  thence  through  and  under 
Market  street,  to  its  intersection  with  Delaware  avenue.  Also, 
branch  lines  and  extensions  from  a  point  at  the  intersection  of 
Broad  street  and  Ridge  avenue  ;  thence  through  and  under 
Ridge  avenue,  to  its  intersection  with  Diamond  street :  thence 
through  and  under  Diamond  street,  to  its  intersection  with 
Thirty-third  street.  Also,  branch  lines  and  extensions  from 
a  point  at  the  intersection  of  Market  street  and  Lancaster  ave- 
nue ;  thence  through  and  under  Lancaster  avenue,  to  its  inter- 
section with  Fifty-second  street ;  thence  through  and  under 
Fifty-second  street ,  to  its  intersection  with  Elm  avenue.  Also, 
branch  lines  and  extensions  from  a  point  at  the  intersection  of 
Market  street  with  Third  street;  thenee  through  and  under 
Third  street,  to  its  intersection  with  Poplar  street ;  thence 
diagonally,  bridging  over  St.  John,  Canal,  Second,  and  Otter 
streets,  to  Second  street  and  Germantown  avenue ;  thence 
through  and  under  Second  street,  to  its  intersection  with  Dia- 
mond  street ;  thence  through  and  under  Diamond  street,  to  its 
intersection  with  Ridge  avenue.  Also,  branch  lines  and  exten- 
sions from  a  point  at  the  intersection  of  Market  street  and 
Third  street ;  thence  through  and  under  Third  street,  to  its 
intersection  with  Moyamensing  avenue ;  thence  through  and 
under  Moyamensing  avenue  to  its  intersection  with  Fourth 

;  street ;  thence  through  and  under  Fourth  street,  to  its  inter- 
section with  Pollock  street. 

Sect.  2.   Authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  said  corporation 
to  excavate  the  above-named  streets  or  avenues  between  the 

•curb  lines,  and  where  required  three  feet  in  the  clear  beyond 
said  lines  to  a  sufficient  depth  to  construct  through  and  under 
said  streets  and  avenues  subways,  both  open  and  covered, 
within  which  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  are  to  be  constructed 
and  laid,  together  with  any  tunnels  that  may  be  necessary  to 
obtain  proper  space  for  the  movement  of  the  trains.     The  said 

•  corporation  shall  make  such  excavations  and  works  in  a  thor- 
ough and  workmanlike  manner,  using  proper  materials  and 
taking  all  needful  precautions  to  prevent  damage  to  property. 
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interruption  to  travel,  and  unnecessary  interference  with  the 

sewers  and  water,  gas,  and  other  pipes,  wires,  and  tubes,  and 
to  provide  sufficient  space  in  said  excavations,  and  in  the  struc- 
ture built  therein,  for  all  necessary  sewerage,  and  the  laying 
of  gas  and  water  pipes  and  wires  for  municipal  purposes, 
along  the  route. 

SECT.  3.  The  said  subway  shall  be  constructed  at  such  a 
depth  as  to  allow  at  least  five  feet  between  the  surface  of  the 
pavement  and  the  ceiling  of  the  underground  subway,  at  all 
street  intersections,  for  the  laying  of  pipes  and  other  conduits 
crossing  said  railroad,  and  wherever  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors  shall  determine  a  greater  or  less  depth  will  be 
required,  the  said  railway  company  shall  conform  to  said 
requirements.  An  apartment  properly  ventilated  of  the  full 
heighth  of  the  structure,  and  at  least  three  (3)  feet  ten  (10) 
inches  in  width,  shall  be  constructed  on  each  side  of,  and  along 
the  whole  line  of  said  subway.  In  said  apartment  shall  be 
located  the  present  and  future  municipal  sewers,  water,  gas, 
and  other  pipes,  wires,  and  tubes,  and  no  charge  shall  be  made 
by  said  railroad  company  for  the  use  thereof.  All  changes  or 
alterations  m  the  sewers,  water,  gas,  or  other  pipes,  wires,  and 
tubes,  made  in  constructing  said  railroad,  shall  be  made  by  the 
said  corporation  at  its  own  expense,  in  such  a  manner  as  shall 
be  directed  or  required  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  head  of  the  Department  having  control 
thereof;  said  work  must  be  done  and  kept  in  good  repair  by 
the  said  railroad  company  in  a  thorough  and  workmanlike 
manner,  and  with  good  materials.  Before  making  any  such 
changes  or  alterations  new  connections  shall  be  established 
with  proper  junctions  and  outlets  prior  to  the  cutting  off  or 
interference  with  existing  sewer,  water,  gas,  or  other  pipes  or 
any  other  city  service.  The  municipal  authorities,  or  persons 
having  permits  therefor,  shall  have  access  to  the  subways  and 
railroad  at  all  times  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting,  repairing,  or 
making  connections  with  municipal  sewers,  water,  gas,  and 
other  pipes,  wires,  and  tubes,  or  replacing  the  same,  and  for 
other  purposes.  When  any  person  or  corporation  shall  here- 
after  he  authorized  by  Councils  to  lay  down  and  construct  any 
wires,  tubes,  or  conduits  in  and  along  the  apartments  along 
or  across  said  subway,  and  said  person  or  corporation  cannot 
agree  with  said  railroad  company  as  to  the  rate  of  compensation 
then  for,  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  shall  have  power 
to  fix  and  determine  the  same  after  hearing  both  parties. 
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Sect.  4.  During  the  construction  of  the  railroad  and  works 
hereby  authorized,  travel  upon  the  streets  and  avenues  men- 
tioned and  the  streets  and  avenues  intersecting  the  route  of 
said  railroad  shall  not  be  interfered  with  or  obstructed  at  any 
time  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors  or  other  legal  authorities,  and  in  making  excava- 
tions and  constructing  its  works  said  company  shall  forthwith 
remove  the  material  excavated,  and  shall  not  stop  or  interfere 
with  the  supply  of  water  and  gas  in  said  streets,  nor  the  flow 
in  the  sewers  nor  the  electrical  or  any  other  service  of  the 
city.  All  pavements  of  streets  or  avenues  removed  by  the 
said  corporation  in  the  construction  of  its  railroad  shall  be 
replaced  at  the  expense  of  said  corporation,  by  new  and  im- 
proved pavements  of  Asphalt,  Belgian  Blocks,  or  such  other 
material  as  Councils  shall  order  and  direct,  and  in  no  case 
shall  the  surface  of  any  street  or  avenue  upon  which  there  is 
large  traffic  be  excavated  or  disturbed  without  the  erection 
over  such  excavation  or  works  of  a  covering  or  temporary 
bridge,  in  order  that  travel  on  said  streets  shall  not  be  impeded 
beyond  absolute  necessity :  Provided,  That  all  crossing 
stones  or  Belgian  blocks  removed  from  the  streets  by  said 
Company  shall  be  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  5.  The  structure  hereby  authorized  shall  be  an  un- 
covered subway  on  Market  street,  from  Forty-fourth  street 
Avest  to  Sixty-third  street,  and  north  on  Broad  street,  from 
Bristol  street  to  City  Line  road,  and  south  on  Broad  street 
from  Moyamensing  avenue:  Provided,  That  when  cross  streets 
are  opened  and  paved  the  company  shall,  at  its  own  cost  and 
expense,  cover  the  said  open  subways  at  the  crossing  of  said 
streets  for  a  distance  equal  to  the  width  of  such  cross  streets  ; 
and  further,  that  any  part  or  all  of  the  said  uncovered  subway 
shall  be  built  over  and  covered  whenever  City  Councils  shall 
so  order  and  direct.  The  corporation  shall  enclose  by  railings, 
walls,  or  other  proper  guards  all  portions  of  its  subway  that 
may  not  be  covered.  In  case  said  railroad  company  shall  decide 
to  construct" an  uncovered  subway  through  private  grounds  be- 
tween Forty-third  and  Sixty-third  streets,  and  between  Arch 
street  and  Walnut  street,  and  between  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth 
streets,  from  Bristol  street  to  the  City  Line  road,  authority  is 
hereby  given  to  substitute  said  lines,  provided  they  shall  erect 
and  maintain,  at  their  own  expense,  suitable  bridges  of  the  full 
width  of  the  streets  now  opened  and  that  may  hereafter  be 
opened,    whenever   City   Councils  shall  so  direct:    Provided,

That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  give  a  bond,  with  good 
and  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  Councils  and  the 
City  Solicitor,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000) 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  and  prompt  performance 
by  them  of  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Said  bond  shall 
be  forfeited  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  upon  the  failure  of  the 
company  to  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sect.  6.  No  portion  of  the  surface  of  any  street  or  avenue 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  occu- 
pied by  the  said  corporation  for  stations,  platforms,  stair- 
cases, approaches,  elevators,  machine  shops,  implements,  and 
buildings. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  prepare  such  plans 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
and  which  shall  be  submitted  to  them  for  their  approval,  and 
after  such  approval,  the  railroad  company  shall  conform  to  such 
plans.  The  workmanship  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  or  such  other  official  as  the 
city  may  designate,  who  shall  have  authority  to  supervise  the 
work  and  require  that  the  requisite  strength  shall  be  given  to 
all  structures,  and  that  all  work  of  a  municipal  character 
be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors. 

Sect.  8.  The  Board  of  Surveyors  are  hereby  authorized 
to  revise  the  grade  of  Market  street,  from  Twenty-second  street 
to  Market  street  bridge,  so  as  to  allow  greater  head  room  for 
the  railroad,  and  to  lighten  the  grade  of  the  bridge  approach, 
and  shall  also  have  authority  to  make  such  other  revision  of 
grades  or  lines  of  streets  along  the  line  as  may  become  neces- 
sary :  Provided,  That  all  damages  resulting  to  public  or  pri- 
vate property  from  such  changes  of  grade  or  lines  of  streets 
shall  be  paid  by  said  railroad  company. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  shall 
pay  all  damages,  both  consequential  and  direct,  to  public  and 
private  property  resulting  in  any  way  out  of  the  construction 
of  said  road,  and  shall  file  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient 
security,  to  be  approved  by  Councils  and  the  City  Solicitor,  in 
the  sum  of  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
payment  of  any  damages  caused  to  the  city  by  the  location  and 
construction  of  said  road. 
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Sect.  10.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  at  all  times  here- 
after run  cars  over  the  entire  route,  stopping  at  all  stations  on 
said  route,  not  more  than  one  hour  apart  hetween  the  hours  of 
midnight  and  five  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  between  the  hours  of  five 
and  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  five  and  seven  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  the  rate  of  fare  charged  by  said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  cents,  and  between  all  other  hours  the 
fare  charged  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents  for  a  single  ride 
•over  said  railroad  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  11.  The  motor  power  used  on  said  railroad  shall  be 
free  from  smoke,  gas,  and  cinders,  and  all  precautions  shall  be 
taken  to  insure  a  free  circulation  of  pure  air  in  the  subway, 
but  all  ventilators  shall  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 

Sect.  12.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  said 
railroad  company  shall  file  at  the  Law  Department  its  accept- 
ance of  the  provisions  named  in  the  said  ordinance,  and  cove- 
nant to  perform  all  of  the  conditions  and  provisions  herein  in 
such  form  as  the  City  Solicitor  shall  approve :  Provided, 
That  before  said  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  said  railroad 
company  shall  file  a  copy  of  its  general  plans  before  referred 
to,  with  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  within  six  (6) 
months  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  also  file  a 
bond  with  the  City  Solicitor  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars,  conditioned  that  they  will  commence  the 
work  within  the  said  six  (6)  months,  and  complete  one-seventh 
of  said  work  within  one  (1)  year  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  two-sevenths  within  two  (2)  years,  and  finish  the 
same  within  seven  years,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for  printing  this  ordinance. 
Failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  cause 
a  forfeiture  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  under  this  ordinance, 
and  a  renewal  or  extension  of  the  privileges  can  only  be 
had  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  same.

Courts  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  of  Assembly,  approved  the  second  day  of  February,  A. 
D.  1887."  shall  be  located  as  follows,  and  each  of  said  Courts 
shall  be  known  by  the  number  herein  attached  thereto: 

Court  No.  25.  To  be  located  between  the  south  side  of 
Wharton  street,  east  side  of  Sixth  street,  and  the  Delaware 
river. 

Court  No.  26.  To  be  located  between  the  south  side  of 
Washington  avenue,  west  side  of  Broad  street,  and  the  Schuyl- 
kill river. 

Court  No.  27.  To  be  located  between  the  present  boundary 
lines  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  of  the  said  City. 

Court  No.  28.  To  be  located  between  the  present  boundary 
lines  of  the  Twenty-first  Ward  of  the  said  City. 

And  hereafter  the  present  Courts  No.  1,  No.  2,  and  No. 
20  shall  be  located  as  follows : 

Court  No.  1.  To  be  located  between  the  south  side  of 
Wharton  street,  west  side  of  Sixth  street,  east  side  of  Broad 
street,  and  the  Delaware  river  on  the  south. 

Court  No.  2.  To  be  located  between  the  south  side  of 
South  street,  north  side  of  Washington  avenue,  west  side  of 
Broad  street,  and  the  Schuylkill  river. 

Court  No.  20.  To  be  located  between  the  School-House 
lane,  Wissahickon  and  Roberts  avenues  on  the  north,  Ger- 
man town  avenue  on  the  east,  Susquehanna  avenue  on  the 
south,  and  the  Schuylkill  river  on  the  west.

And  provided  further,  That  the  privileges  granted  by  this 
ordinance  shall  cease  and  determine  unless  one-third  of  the 
entire  line  authorized  is  completed  within  one  year,  two-thirds 
within  two  years,  and  the  entire  line  within  three  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance.

"  Sect.  25.  The  following  joint  committees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Presidents  of  Select  and  Common  Councils 
immediately  after  the  organization  of  Councils  in  April,  1887, 
and  annually  thereafter:  Finance,  Water,  Highways,  Surveys, 
Charities  and  Correction,  Railroads,  Schools,  Police  and

Electrical,  City  Property,  Printing  and  Supplies,  Compare

Supplementary  to  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
carry  into  effect  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  1,  1885, 
entitled  'An  Act  for  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the 
first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,'"  approved  December  30, 

1886. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Gas  Works  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  authorized  and 
requested  to  prepare  an  inventory  of  all  the  real,  personal, 
and  mixed  property  in  their  possession  or  under  their  control 
at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1887, 
connected  in  any  manner  with  the  said  Gas  Works,  or  with 
the  business  of  manufacturing  and  distributing  gas;  and  thev 
are  hereby  further  authorized^  and  requested  to  deliver  posses'- 
*ion  of  all  of  said  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed  (except 
22 
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monevs.  stocks,  bonds,  or  other  securities)  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Works,  immediately  after  he  shall  have  been  duly 
qualified  according  to  law.  taking  his  receipt  for  said  property 
in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

SECT.  2.  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
on  or  before  the  ninth  day  of  April,  1887,  all  moneys  in  their 
possession  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March.  1887,  taking  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer  for 
said  moneys,  which  receipt  shall  be  considered  and  taken  by 
the  City  Controller  as  a  proper  voucher  therefor. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  place  said  moneys  in  the 
designated  depositories  of  public  moneys.  Until  December  31, 
18^7,  he  shall  keep  a  special  account,  to  be  designated  'w  Re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  on  account  of  Gas  Works,"  and  he 
shall  enter  into  this  account  all  moneys  received  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  Gas  AVorks,  Receiver  of  Taxes,  or  from  any 
other  source  connected  with  the  Gas  Works,  or  with  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  gas ;  and  on  the  payment  of  any  warrant 
drawn  by  the  Director  ol  Public  Works  on  said  fund,  he  shall 
charge  the  amount  of  such  warrants  against  said  fund.  He- 
shall  not  pay  any  warrant  except  the  money  is  on  hand  and 
to  the  credit  of  said  fund.  ' 

Sect.  4.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is,  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Gas  Works  the  property  referred  to  in  Section  1  of  this  ordi- 
nance, first  satisfying  himself  of  the  correctness  of  the  same, 
and  take  possession  thereof.  All  the  officers  and  employees 
connected  with  said  Works  in  any  capacity  whatever  (except 
those  hereafter  referred  to),  shall  continue  for  the  present  at 
their  respective  duties,  and  at  the  same  salaries  or  wages  as 
they  now  receive  from  the  said  Trustees. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  Gas  Works  shall  be,  and  is,  hereby 
organized  and  designated  as  the  "-Bureau  of  Gas,"  and  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  a  Chief  Engineer,  at  a  salary  of 
five  thousand  five  hundred  (5,500)  dollars  per  annum,  who 
shall  -give  security  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dol- 
lars for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  employees 
of  the  said  tv  Bureau  of  Gas"  shall  be  paid  semi-monthly,  as 
they  are  at  present.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  warrants  as  follows :    One  warrant  for  the 
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payment  of  the  employees  of  the  Ninth  Ward  Works;  one 
warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  employees  of  the  Twenty-sixth 
Ward  Works;  one  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  employees 
of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  Works  ;  one  warrant  for  the  payment 
of  the  clerks  and  employees  not  hereinbefore  designated.  The 
said  Director  of  Public  Works  is  further  authorized  to  carry  out 
the  same  system  of  pay-rolls  (except  that  they  shall  be  signed 
in  duplicate)  and  payments  thereof  as  at  present.  And  the 
City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  countersign  war- 
rants drawn  as  above  authorized.  Said  warrants  to  be  drawn 
and  charged  against  the  fund  known  as  "Receipts  and  Dis- 
bursements on  Account  of  Gas  Works,"  on  special  deposit  in 
the  City  Treasury.  And  the  said  Controller  is  further  au- 
thorized to  have  a  warrant  book  prepared  for  the  use  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works.  The  said  Director  of  Public  Works 
is  further  authorized  to  furnish  said  Controller  with  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  pay-rolls  as  vouchers  for  the  mone}7s  paid  out  as 
herein  directed. 

Sect.  6.  The  City  Controller  is  authorized  to  keep  a  sepa- 
rate account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of 
Gas  Works,  until  December  31, 1887,  so  that  he  may  at  all  times 
be  advised  of  the  balances  to  the  credit  of  said  fund.  He  shall 
decline  to  countersign  any  warrant  drawn  against  said  fund  in 
excess  of  the  balances  there  may  be  to  the  credit  thereof. 

The  City  Controller  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  forthwith  audit  the  accounts  of  the  said  Trus- 
tees from  January  1,  1882,  to  and  including  the  thirty-first 
day  of  March,  1887;  the  said  audit  to  consist  of  the  examin- 
ation of  all  books  and  accounts  showing  receipts  from  all 
sources,  as  well  as  the  disbursements  of  money,  for  which 
vouchers  are  to  be  submitted. 

The  said  City  Controller  be,  and  is,  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  four  auditors  at  a  salary  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars 
per  month  each,  for  the  time  actually  employed  in  making  said 
audit,  which  shall  take  place  at  the  office  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  No.  20  South  Seventh  street,  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
is  hereby  requested  to  furnish  such  facilities  to  said  auditors 
as  may  be  necessary  to  forward  the  same  to  a  speedy  com- 
pletion. 

Upon  the  completion  of  said  audit  the  said  City  Con- 
troller shall  make    report  to  Councils  of   the    result   thereof. 
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together  with  the  amount  of  money  which  was  in  the  hands 
of  said  Trustees,  as  of  March  31,  1887,  and  such  other 
information  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  to  enable 
said  Councils  to  consider  and  pass  an  ordinance  to  discharge 
the  Trustees  from  the  said  Trust. 

Sect.  7.  The  following  clerks  and  employees  now  in 
the  service  of  the  said  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works,  are 
hereby  transferred  and  made  subject  to  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes:  From  Seventh  Street 
Gas  Office,  one  cashier,  at  a  salary  of  two  thousand  five 
hundred  (2,500)  dollars  per  annum,  one  chief  clerk,  at  a 
salary  of  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  per  annum,  seven  re- 
ceiving clerks,  two  ushers,  one  messenger,  one  watchman ; 
from  Spring  Garden  Office,  one  chief  clerk,  three  receiving 
clerks,  one  usher,  one  watchman  :  from  Frankford  Office,  one 
receiving  clerk;  from  Germantown  Office,  one  receiving  clerk; 
from  Manayunk  Office,  one  receiving  clerk  for  gas  bills  and 
coke ;  from  Ninth  Ward  Works,  one  coke  clerk  and  one 
assistant  coke  clerk  and  messenger;  from  Twenty-fifth  Ward 
Works,  one  coke  clerk  ;  from  Twenty-sixth  Ward  Works,  one 
coke  clerk.  From  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1887, 
the  said  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  receive  and  collect  all  moneys 
heretofore  received  and  collected  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas 
Works,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  accord- 
to  law,  except  that  the  moneys  received  at  the  Gas  Offices  and 
Works  on  the  first  and  second  days  of  April,  1887,  shall  not 
be  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  until  the  fourth  day  of 
April,  1887.  The  clerks  and  employees  referred  to  in  this 
section  shall  receive  the  same  salaries  and  wages  as  are  now 
paid  to  them  by  the  said  Trustees,  except  the  cashier  and 
chief  clerk  from  the  Seventh  Street  Office. 

The  said  Receiver  of  Taxes  is  hereby  directed  to  deposit 
daily  in  the  banks  designated  as  city  depositories  in  Frank- 
ford,  Germantown  and  Manayunk,  all  receipts  of  public 
moneys,  and  to  receive  from  said  banks,  daily,  a  certificate  of 
such  deposits,  which  certificate  shall  be  received  by  the  City 
Treasurer  from  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  as  cash. 

Sect.   8.   The   following  clerks  and  employees  now  under 
the  direction  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Water  Department  are 
hereby  transferred  and  made  subject  to  the  control  and  direction* 
of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes :    one  chief  clerk,  one  cashier,  one 
permit  clerk,  one  assistant  permit  clerk,  one  registering  clerk, 
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one  assistant  registering  clerk,  two  entry  clerks,  one  chief 
bill  clerk,  six  general  clerks,  one  chief  inspector,  nineteen 
inspectors,  and  one  messenger,  who  shall,  in  addition  to  his 
present  duties,  carry  the  gas  receipts  from  Thirteenth  and 
Spring  Garden  office  to  the  office  of  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

The  office  of  Registrar  of  the  Water  Department  is  hereby 
abolished. 

The  Rceiver  of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
receive  the  moneys  heretofore  received  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Gas  Works  and  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  offices  where 
payments  have  heretofore  been  made. 

Sect.  9.  The  Receiver  of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  appoint  thirty-five  delinquent  tax  collectors,  at  a 
salary  of  twelve  hundred  (1,200)  dollars  per  annum  each  ;  said 
salary  to  include  office  rent  and  all  other  expenses  connected 
with  said  deputy  collectors. 

Sect.  10.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  one 
contract  clerk  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  five  hundred 
(1,500)  dollars  per  annum,  one  messenger  at  a  salary  of  seven 
hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollars  per  annum.  The  salary  of 
the  private  secretary  to  the  Mayor,  from  and  after  the  fourth 
day  of  April  1887,  shall  be  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
(1,800)  dollars  per  annum. 

Sect.  11.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  appoint  one  chief  clerk  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand 
five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars  per  annum,  one  messenger  at  a 
salary  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollars  per  annum, 
and  one  type  writer  and  stenographer  at  a  salary  of  nine  hun- 
dred (900)  dollars  per  annum. 

Sect.  12.  The  present  Fire  Department  from  and  after  the 
first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  is  hereby  designated  as  the 
"  Bureau  of  Fire,"  to  be  under  the  management  of  one  Chief 
Engineer,  who  shall  perform  fire  duty  as  heretofore,  at  a  salary 
of  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  per  annum,  who  shall  give 
security  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  There  shall  be  eight  assist- 
ant engineers  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500) 
dollars  each  per  annum.  All  employees  and  officers  now  in 
the  service  of  the  city  in  the  present  Fire  Department  are 
hereby  continued  at  the  same  salaries  or  wages,  but  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Public   Safety,  under  and 
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subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Safety.  Warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Safety. 

Sect.  13.  The  present  Police  Department  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  "  Bureau  of  Police,"  to  be  under  the  management 
of  one  Superintendent,  at  a  salary  of  three  thousand  (3,000)  dol- 
lars, •who  shall  give  security  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000) 
dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty.  All  the  present 
officers  and  employees  now  in  the  service  and  under  the  control 
of  the  present  Police  Department  be,  and  are,  hereby  transferred 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  they  shall  receive  the  same 
salaries  and  wages  as  are  now  paid.  All  items  of  appropria- 
tion to  the  Departments  of  Police  and  Fire  be,  and  are,  hereby 
transferred  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Safety. 

The  care,  management,  and  control  of  the  Fire  Houses  and 
Patrol  Houses  shall  be  under  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 
The  Director  thereof  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
receive  from  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  all  property,  both 
real  and  personal,  and  mixed,  which  they  have  under  their 
control  or  in  their  possession,  belonging  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  he  shall  receipt  to  the  said  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners for  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Fire  Marshal  and  Superintendent  of  Police  shall  keep 
their  horses  and  carriages  at  the  head-quarters  of  the  Fire 
Bureau,  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Sect.  14.  No  gas  main  shall  be  laid  without  the  approval  of 
Councils  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  15.  The  names  of  all  appointments  of  officers  under 
any  branch  of  the  City  Government  receiving  their  salaries 
from  the  City  Treasury,  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by 
Select  Council. 

Sect.  16.  The  President  of  the  Department  of  Charities 
and  Correction  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  receive 
from  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  and  the  Board  of  Managers  ot 
House  of  Correction  all  the  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  now  in  their  possession  or  under  their  control,  belong- 
ing to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  receipt  for  the  same 
in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

All  warrants  issued  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887, 
payable  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Departments 
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of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction  and  of 
the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction.

he  may  desire  so  to  occupy  said  street  or  road,  and  thereupon 
the  License  Clerk  shall  issue  a  written  or  printed  permit  to

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occupy  such  part  of  any  public  street  or  foad  in  the  neighbor- 
hood for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  in  extent  the 
dimensions  of  the  front  of  the  premises  about  to  be  built  upon 
or  repaired,  and  eighty  (80)  feet  in  addition  thereto,  and  not 
exceeding  nine  (9)  feet  in  breadth,  thirteen  (13)  feet  in  height, 
and  one  (1)  foot  over  curbstone,  with  a  gutter  left  along  curb 
fifteen  (15)  inches  wide  and  twelve  (12)  inches  high,  with 
clean-out  holes  twelve  by  eighteen  (12  by  18)  every  twenty- 
five  (25)  feet  in  length,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  four  (4) 
months,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  and  reasonable :  Pro- 
dded, That  a  sufficient  passage  or  cartway  shall  at  all  times 
be  left  unincumbered  between  said  building  materials  and  the 
opposite  curbstone  for  the  passage  of  vehicles  :  And  provided 
further.

from  the  proper  Department  so  to  do,  then,  and  in  that  case, 
the  said  Department  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have 
said  work  done,  and  the  bill  for  the  same  presented  for  pay- 
ment to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  in  front  of  which 
such  vault  was  constructed  or  attempted  to  be  constructed ; 
and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  said  owner  or  owners 
to  pay  said  bill  within  thirty  days  from  the  presentation 
thereof,  the  contractor  who  did  the  work  shall  be  paid  out  of 
an  item  for  emergencies  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  the 
bill  therefor  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Solicitor  to  col- 
lect by  lien  from  the  owner  or  owners  against  whom  the  work 
has  been  charged.     The  penalty  herein  mentioned  shall   be 
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sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  ordinances  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 
All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

prove the  bond  or  obligation  offered  by  the  party  required  to 
furnish  security,  whenever  the  conditions  of  the  same  are 
guaranteed  by  a  corporation  duly  authorized  by  its  charter 
and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  to  become 
surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  public  or   private

trusts,  contracts,  duty  or  office,  or  for  the  doing  or  not  doing  of 
the  thing  or  things  in  said  bond  specified  :  Provided,  That  no 
corporation  shall  be  taken  as  security  in  any  one  contract  for  a 
sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  its  paid-up  capital :  And  provided, 
That  the  paid-up  capital  stock  of  such  corporations  shall  not 
be  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars :  And 
provided  further,  That  all  corporations  not  chartered  under 
the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  shall  deposit,  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor : 
And  provided  further,  That  no  corporation  shall  be  taken  as 
security  for  a  greater  sum  than  the  aggregate  amount  of  five 
times  its  paid-up  capital  stock  :  And  provided  further,  That 
in  case  any  company  shall  have  been  taken  as  security,  and 
shall  afterwards  become  insolvent,  or  its  assets  reduced  below 
the  amount  fixed  in  this  ordinance  for  its  paid-up  capital, 
Councils  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  from  the  contractor 
upon  whose  bond  the  company  is  surety,  other  and  additional 
security,  in  lieu  of  that  given  by  the  said  company. 

Sect.  2.  That  all  corporations  becoming  surety  or  guaran- 
teeing the  condition  in  any  bond,  shall  file  with  the  head  of 
each  and  every  department,  and  also  with  the  Clerks  of  Coun- 
cils, during  the  months  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  until 
this  ordinance  shall  be -repealed,  a  sworn  statement  by  one  of 
the  officers  of  each  of  said  corporations,  of  its  financial  condi- 
tion on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July,  together  with  such 
statement,  sworn  to  in  like  manner,  of  the  bonds  that  they 
have  given,  and  such  other  information  as  the  head  of  any  de- 
partment or  Councils  may,  from  time  to  time  require ;  and 
that  any  corporation  which  shall  fail  to  file  the  statements 
hereby  required,  shall  not  be  accepted  as  surety  under  this 
ordinance  until  such  statement  shall  have  been  filed.  All  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assess- 
ment made  in  the  year  1887  (except  such  as  are  marked  agri- 
cultural and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  one 
(1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1888  as  one 
city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.: 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt,  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.   For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  city  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 
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Item  9.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7) 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 
Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  the  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  Health  Department,  the  sum  of  two  (2) 
cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents.  And  said  amounts  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects,  subject  to 
further  direction  by  ordinance.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills 
the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  eighteenth 
section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to 
the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August  and  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  September,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent.  Tf  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  December  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the 
first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.     And 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from 
day  to  day  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Tax  Office  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance. 

And  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the 
27th  ultimo,  wherein  you  request  my  opinion  whether  "board- 
ing-houses come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly requiring  the  erection  of  fire  escapes." 

In  reply  thereto,  I  advise  you  that  a  private  house,  wherein 
one  or  more  boarders  are  taken,  is  not  such  a  building  or 
house  as  is  named  in  the  Act,  nor  is  it  within  its  spirit  and 
meaning,  and  in  my  judgment,  the  law  does  not  require  a  fire 
escape  to  be  erected  on  a  boarding-house.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  twenty-first 
instant,  enclosing  a  resolution  of  request  to  me  for  an  opinion 
as  to  the  date  upon  which  the  term  of  the  present  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor  begins  and  ends,  I  reply  as  follows : 


The  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  Section  13,  West's  Digest,  page 
423,  provides,  "  Whenever  a  vacancy  by  limitation  or  other- 
wise shall  occur,  in  the  office  of  President  of  the  Board  of 
Surveyors,  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  fill  that  office 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Councils  of  said  city,  by  viva  voce  vote, 
in  joint  meeting,  to  serve  for  five  years." 

The  present  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  first  elected 
at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  held  on  March  14,  1872.  He  was  elec- 
ted to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Strickland 
Kneass,  Esq.  (see  page  227  of  Journals  of  Councils  of  that 
year).  This  election,  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act 
was  for  a  term  of  'five  years,  commencing  on  March  14,  1872, 
and  ending  March  14,  1877. 

Mr.  Smedley  continued  in  office  during  that  term,  and 
towards  the  close  of  the  term  a  meeting  was  held  by  Councils 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  his  successor.  A  number  of  meet- 
ings were  held,  but  a  choice  was  not  reached  until  March  22, 
1877.  The  result  upon  that  day  was  the  election  of  Mr. 
Smedley,  and  his  second  term  began  on  the  twenty-second  of 
March,  1877,  and  expired  on  the  twenty-second  of  March, 
1882. 

On  the  second  day  of  March,  1882,  twenty  days  before  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  Councils  again  met  to  elect 
his  successor.  He  was  again  elected  for  five  years,  the  five 
years  to  begin  at  the  expiration  of  his  term,  which,  of  course, 
was  upon  the  twenty-second  day  of  that  month. 

I  further  find  among  the  records  of  this  office,  that  upon 
the  latter  date,  Mr.  Smedley  took  his  oath  of  office,  and  im- 
mediately entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  present  term  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  commenced 
on  the  twenty-second  day  of  March,  1882,  and  will  expire  on 
the  twenty-second  day  of  March,  1887.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  communications  of  September  -30  and 
October  18,  in  which  you  ask  4i  if  one  of  the  directors  of  the 
sectional  school  board  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward,  elected  in 
February,  1886,  should  present  his  resignation  (by  removal 
from  the  ward)  to  the  board  at  their  organization  on  January 
2,  1887,  could  his  successor  be  elected  at  the  election  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1887,  or  would  it  be  necessary,  owing  to  his  resignation 
being  within  sixty  days  of  the  election,  to  postpone  his  suc- 
cessor's election  until  the  election  in  November,  1887,  or  in 
February,  1888?" 

In  answer  to  the  above,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  April 
13,  1859,  Section  1,  provides  that  thereafter  "  in  case  of  any 
vacancy  occuring  in  the  directors  of  any  sectional  school 
board  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  remaining  directors  of  said  sectional  board  to  fill  the 
same ;  and  the  person  so  chosen  to  fill  said  vacancy  shall  serve 
until  the  next  municipal  election,  at  which  time  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  district  in  which  said  vacancy  shall  have  oc- 
curred, shall  elect  a  director  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such 
school  director." 

It  would  appear  from  the  above  Act  of  Assembly,  that 
should  the  vacancy  occur  as  you  expect,  that  the  vacancy 
would  have  to  be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors  until  the 
next  municipal  election,  the  time  for  which  is  fixed  by  the 
Constitution  of  1874,  Article  8,  Section  3,  which  provides 
that  "  all  elections  for  city,  ward,  borough,  and  township 
officers,  for  regular  terms  of  service,  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  February." 

And  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  provides  that  the  Sheriff 
shall  ''  give  notice  of  all  elections  held  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  designating  the  officers  to  be  elected,  and  the  time 
and  place  of  such  election ;  such  notice  shall  be  by  proclama- 
tion and  advertisement  *  *  at  least  twenty 
and  not  more  than  thirty  days  prior  to  every  election." 


It  will  therefore  appear,  should  the  vacancy  occur  as  sug- 
gested by  you,  that  it  should  be  filled  by  the  board  until  the 
next  municipal  election,  which  would  be  held  in  February, 
1887,  there  being  ample  time  between  the  vacancy  and  the 
next  municipal  elections  for  the  proclamation  of  the  Sheriff.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  December  21,  in 
relation  to  the  burial  of  alien  seamen  who  die  in  this  port.  I 
have  carefully  examined  this  matter,  and  I  can   find  no   au- 


thority  anywhere  given  the  Coroner  to  recover  funds  of  a 
deceased  person  to  repay  the  expenses  of  burying  him.  I  do 
not  believe  he  can  do  so  without  the  cumbrous  and  expensive 
course  of  having  an  administrator  appointed. 

The  Act  of  March  29,  1819,  section  1,  West's  Digest,  page 
335,  provides  that  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  may  collect  any 
property  which  belongs  to  a  pauper  whom  they  may  have 
buried,  and  apply  it  toward  repaying  the  costs  by  them 
thereby  incurred. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  any  person  becoming  chargeable  upon 
the  City  for  burial  comes  within  the  application  of  the  Act. 
You  should  therefore  turn  over  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor 
the  body  of  any  person  whom  you  may  believe  to  own  property.

such   business   in   the  city  of  Philadelphia,  or  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania.

"An  Ordinance  to  continue  in  office  the  present  Chief 
Engineer  and  Survevor  until  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.,

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  present  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  be  continued  in  office  until  the  first  day  of  July, 
A.  D.,  1887,  with  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law. 

You  request  my  opinion  in  regard  to  the  legality  of  such 
an  ordinance.  In  reply,  I  advise  you  that  the  Act  of  May 
13,  1856,  Section  13,  Pamphlet  Laws  570,  provides:  "When- 
ever a  vacancy  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  shall  occur  in  the 
office  of  President  of  Board  of  Surveyors,  the  Chief  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor  to  fill  that  office,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Councils  of  said  city,  by  viva  voce  vote,  in  joint  meeting, 
to   serve  for  five  years.' ' 

An  ordinance  such  as  you  propose,  is,  in  my  opinion,  illegal. 
If  a  vacancy  occurs  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  must  be  elected  by  Councils,  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th 
instant,  in  which  you  state  that  you  are  directed  by  the  Board 
to  obtain  from  me  an  opinion  as  to  the  power  of  the  Board  to 
withhold  the  warrant  of  John  Henry,  late  Superintendent  of 
Horses  for  the  Fire  Department,  for  the  month  of  January, 
1887,  the  said  Henry  having  been  charged  with  taking  the 
property  of  the  Department,  and  disposing  of  the  same  to  his 
own  use. 

You  further  state  that  the  Committee  have  investigated  the 
matter,  and  that  the  charge  was  not  sustained,  but  notwith- 
standing this  finding,  you  have  submitted  the  matter  to  the 
District  Attorney  for  his  action. 

This  is  not  a  legal  question  ;  it  is  one  entirely  for  your  dis- 
cretion as  practical  men.  If  you  believe  that  Mr.  Henry  is 
guilty  of  the  charge,  or  in  any  way  indebted  to  the  City,  you 
have  the  right  to  withhold  the  warrant.  If  Mr.  Henry  is 
innocent  of  this  charge,  the  Board  should  not  hold  his  warrant 
for  one  instant,  but  having  placed  the  case  in  the  hands  of  the 
District  Attorney,  you  had  better  confer  with  him  as  to  his 
opinion  upon  the  facts.

viding for  the  appropriation  of  money  for  purposes  other  than 
those  contained  within  its  power,  is  void. 

I  am,  therefore,  constrained  to  find  that  the  City  has  no 
right  to  make  the  appropriation  asked  for.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  24th  ult., 
wherein  you  say  "The  Finance  Committee  has  voted  in  favor 
of  accepting  the  '  City  Trust  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Com- 
pany' of  Philadelphia  as  surety  for  the  contractor  for  the  erec- 
tion of  three  public  school  houses.  The  Committee  want  your 
opinion  on  the  legal  question  only  as  to  whether  there  is  any- 
thing in  the  law  or  in  the  charter  of  this  company  to  prevent 
the  city  from  accepting  them  as  surety,  as  suggested." 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  City  Trust  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety 
Company,  by  its  charter,  is  given  authority  to  become  "  sole 
surety  in  any  case  where  by  law  one  or  more  sureties  may  be 
required  or  authorized  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  duty, 
office,  contract,  or  agreement.'' 

The  Act  of  June  25,  1885,  P.  L.,  181,  provides  that  "A 
company  duly  authorized  by  the  insurance  department  of  this 
State  to  do  business  in  this  State,  and  authorized  to  guarantee 
the  fidelity  of  persons  holding  positions  of  public  or  private 
trust  ....  may  become  sole  surety  in  any  case  where  by 
law  one  or  more  sureties  may  be  required  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  any  trust  or  duty." 

If  the  contract  upon  which  you  have  agreed  to  accept  the 
City  Trust  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Company  involves,  as  I 
understand  from  your  letter  it  does,  the  performance  of  a 
dutv.  then  there  is  nothing-,  either  in  the  law  or  in  the  charter 
of  the  said  company,  to  prevent  "  the  city  from  accepting  it 
as  surety."

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
in  which  you  state  "  there  are  two  bidders  for  the  printing  of 
of  the  Journal,  Ordinances,  etc.,  of  Councils,  the  lower  of 
which  we  believe  to  not  have  the  proper  facilities  for  the  car- 
rying out  the  conditions  of  the  contract.  We  would  therefore 
ask  whether,  in  your  opinion,  the  Committee  would  be  carry- 
ing out  the  spirit  of  the  law  by  awarding  the  contract  to  the 
next  lowest  bidder." 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Sect.  6,  P.  L.,  233,  provides  that 
"  all  stationery,  ....  printing,  and  all  other  kinds  of  work  to 
be  done  for  the  city  shall  be  performed  under  contract,  to  be 
given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  under  such  regulations 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinances." 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  ex.  rel.  Snyder  et  al.  against 
Mitchell  et  al.,  1  Norris,  343,  the  Court  held  "that  the 
word  k  responsible,'  in  the  6th  section  of  the  Act  of  May  23, 
1874,  has  a  broader  meaning  than  is  involved  in  the  pecuniary 
ability  to  make  a  good  contract  by  security  for  its  faithful 
performance,  and  where  the  term  is  applied  to  contracts 
requiring  for  their  execution  not  only  pecuniary  ability,  but 
also  judgment  and  skill,  the  statute  imposes  not  merely  a 
ministerial  duty  upon  the  city  authorities,  but  also  duties  and 
powers  which  are  deliberative  and  discretionary."  And, 
further,  the  Court  held  "  that  in  a  contract  the  work  muse  be 
promptly,  faithfully,  and  well  done.  It  must  or  ought  to  be 
conscientious  work.  To  do  such  work  requires  prompt, 
skillful,  and  faithful  men." 

In  the  case  of  Findley  against  City  of  Pittsburgh,  1  Norris, 
page  351,  the  Court  also  held,  following  the  opinion  of  the 
case  above  cited,  "  that  the  Act  of  Assembly  imposed  upon 
the  city  authorities  duties  in  awarding  a  contract,  which  were 
not  merely  ministerial,  but  deliberative  and  discretionary." 

In  the  case  of  Douglass  et.  al.  against  Commonwealth  ex.  rel. 
Senior,  16  W.  N.  C,  page  477,  the  Court  said,  in  an  opinion 
delivered  February  9,    1885,    "  The   Act  of  May  23,  1874. 
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directing  contracts  to  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  has  been  twice  before  us  for  consideration.  In  each 
case  it  was  held  that  the  word  "responsible,"  as  used  in  the 
Act,  applies  not  to  pecuniary  ability  only,  but  also  to  judgment 
and  skill.  The  duties  thereby  imposed  upon  the  city  author- 
ities are  not  merely  ministerial,  limited  to  ascertaining  whose 
bid  was  the  lowest  and  the  pecuniary  responsibility  of  the 
bidder  and  his  sureties.  The  Act  calls  for  the  exercise  of 
duties  and  powers  which  are  deliberative  and  discretionary.  If 
the  authorities  act  in  good  faith,  although  erroneously  or  indis- 
creetly, mandamus  will  not  lie  to  compel  them  to  modify  or 
change  their  decision." 

In  these  cases  it  will  be  seen  that  the  law,  so  far  as  to  the 
awarding  of  contracts,  reposes  a  discretionary  and  deliberative 
power  in  the  city  authorities;  also  that  the  word  "  responsible" 
refers  not  only  to  the  pecuniary  ability  of  the  bidder,  but  also 
as  to  his  ability  to  promptly  and  efficiently  do  the  work.  The 
discretion  thus  lodged  must  be  honestly  exercised  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is 
within  your  province  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  and  readvertise 
for  proposals,  I  have  but  to  say  that  you  can  do  so,  if,  in  the 
advertisement,  the  right  was  reserved  to  reject  any  or  all  bids 
not  deemed  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  17th  inst.T 
calling  my  attention  to  Section  117,  page  44,  West's  Digest, 
which  in  the  Digest  reads  :  "  The  Health  Officer  shall  receive 
"  fifty  cents  for  granting  a  certificate  or  certified  copy  of  the 
"  record  of  any  marriage,  birth  or  death,  Avhich  sums  shall  be 
"  paid  by  the  party  applying  for  the  certificate  or  search  ;  but 
"  the  said  registers  shall  at  all  times  be  accessible  to  physi- 
"  cians,  clergymen  and  lawyers,  without  charge,"  and  asking 
me  whether  you  are  entitled  to  the  fees  thus  received  as  a  part 
of  the  emoluments  of  your  office. 

The  Act  referred  to  is  the  eleventh  section  of  the  Act  of 
March  8, 1860,  which  is  found  in  the  Pamphlet  Laws  of  1860, 
page  133.  The  section  is  not  given  accurately  in  the  Digest. 
There  are  omitted  these  words:  "for  the  use  of  the  Board  of 
Health,"  which,  as  you  will  notice  by  a  glance  at  the  Act, 
should  be  inserted  after  the  word  "receive."  It  is  thus  ap- 
parent that  you  are  not  entitled  to  the  fees  thus  received.

Third.  "  What  officials  of  the  city  have  the  power  to  estab- 
lish or  regulate  party  lines  after  said  repeal  ?" 

To  the  first  question  I  reply  as  follows :  In  my  opinion 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  is  not  abolished  by  the  Act  of  June 
5,  1885,  known  as  the  Bullitt  bill. 

To  the  second  I  reply,  legal  power  will  still  exist  in  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  to  confirm  plans  after  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  1887. 

To  the  third  question  I  answer,  the  Surveyors  and  Regu- 
lators of  the  City  will  still  have  the  poAver   to  establish  and 
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regulate  party  lines,  but  the  right  of  appeal   to  the   Board   of 
Surveyors  is  destroyed. 

I  have  reached  these  conclusions  from  a  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  following  facts  : 

In  order  to  avoid  inconveniences,  irregularities,  and  con- 
troversies in  relation  to  party  walls,  and  in  the  laying  of 
foundations  of  buildings,  the  Mayor  and  Commonalty  were 
authorized  by  the  Act  of  February  24,  1721,  1st  Smith  & 
Reed.  Ls,  124,  to  appoint  two  or  more  discreet  and  skillful 
persons  as  Surveyors  and  Regulators,  to  whom  all  persons 
were  directed  to  make  application  before  commencing  to  build 
or  to  erect  a  party  wall.  An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Surveyors  and  Regulators  was  also  allowed  to  the  Mayor  and 
Commonalty,  and  the  Surveyors  were  further  authorized  to 
regulate  the  partition  fences. 

The  Act  of  March  26,  1762,  1st  Smith's  Laws,  248,  pro- 
vided that  three  Surveyors  and  Regulators  should  be  elected 
in  the  District  of  Southwark. 

By  the  Act  of  September  29,  1787,  2d  Smith's  Laws, 
435,  four  Commissioners  were  appointed  for  the  District  of 
Southwark,  with  the  powers  of  Regulators  and  Surveyors. 

By  the  Act  of  March  9,  1771,  1st  Smith's  Laws,  318,  the 
Commissioners  of  Philadelphia  County  were  authorized  to  ap- 
point three  Surveyors  and  Regulators  for  the  Northern  Liber- 
ties, to  be  approved  by  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  and  the  right  w  s  given  to  appeal  from  their  decisions 
to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

By  the  City  charter,  approved  March  11,  1789,  the  func- 
tions of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Street  Commissioners 
were  vested  in  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Aldermen. 

By  the  Act  of  March  24,  1812,  5th  Smith's  Laws,  345,  the 
Commissioners  of  Moyamensing  were  authorized  to  appoint 
one  or  more  Surveyors  and  Regulators  with  power  oimilar  to 
those  of  Philadelphia,  and  a  right  of  appeal  was  given  to  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

When  the  outlying  Districts  of  Southwark,  Northern  Liber- 
ties, Moyamensing,  Spring  Garden,  Kensington,  Passyunk, 
Richmond,  West  Philadelphia,  etc.,  were  incorporated,  Acts 
of  Assembly  were  passed  from  time  to  time  providing  some- 
times for  the  appointment,  and  sometimes  for  the  election  of 
Surveyors  and  Regulators  in  the  several  districts  either  with 
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or  without  an  appeal  to  Court,  but  the  general  authority  and 
powers  of  the  Surveyors  and  Regulators  were  as  above  ex- 
pressed. 

Among  the  more  important  of  the  other  Acts  authorizing 
the  appointment  or  election  of  the  Surveyors  and  Regulators, 
are  the  following : 

Act  of  September  29,  1787,  2  Sms.  Ls.,  435. 
Act  of  October  4,  1788,  2  Sms.  Ls.,  458. 
Act  of  March  22,  1813,  6  Sms.  Ls.,  40. 
Act  of  March  8,  1815,  6  Sms.  Ls.,  267. 
Act  of  March  6,  1820,  7  Sms.  Ls.,  260. 
Act  of  March  30,  1836,  P.  L.,  246. 
Act  of  June  21,  1839,  P.  L.,  372. 
Act  of  April  19,  1843,  P.  L.,  344. 
Act  of  February  26,  1844,  P.  L.,  53. 
Act  of  April  30,  1844,  P.  L.,  533. 
Act  of  February  7,  1847,  P.  L.,  114. 
Act  of  February  27,  1847,  P.  L.,  18J. 
Act  of  April  5,  1849,  P.  L.,  409. 
Act  of  April  5,  1849,  Sect.  9,  P.  L.,  411. 

From  this  outline  of  legislation,  it  therefore  appears  that 
previous  to  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Consolidation  Act 
of  February  2,  1854,  Surveyors  and  Regulators,  with  full 
power,  were  duly  authorized  to  act  not  only  in  the  city  proper, 
but  in  all  the  outlying  districts  which  were  consolidated  into 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  They  held,  some 
by  appointment  and  some  by  election,  and  for  different  periods 
of  time,  but  their  duties  were  practically  the  same  throughout 
the  County  of  Philadelphia. 

By  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section  27, 
P.  L.,  27,  the  Legislature  declared  that  the  Surveyors  and 
Regulators  of  the  consolidated  city  should  be  appointed  by 
Councils  ;  that  they  should  serve  during  good  behavior  ;  that 
the  number  of  such  officials  should  be  determined  by  Councils  ; 
that  their  duties  should  extend  over  such  convenient  limit*  as 
Councils  should  prescribe;  that  they  should  be  compensated 
as  Councils  should  determine. 

Having  Mt  all  these  matters  to  the  judgment  of  Councils, 
the  Act  then  provides  that  Councils  shall,  by  ordinances,  orga- 
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nize  such  numbers  of  the  said  officials  as  they  deem  proper, 
into  a  Board  of  Surveys  under  a  head  for  "  purposes  relating 
to  surveys,  the  planning  of  the  city,  the  building  of  bridges, 
the  construction  of  sewers,  the  grading  of  highways,  etc." 

This  Act  does  not,  except  in  the  mere  matter  of  keeping  a 
record  of  regulations,  define  the  duties  of  the  Surveyors  and 
Regulators.  The  Act,  however,  does  in  Section  44  provide 
that  all  acts  not  inconsistent  therewith  shall  be  continued  in 
force  throughout  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia. 

The  general  powers  and  duties  of  said  officials,  as  declared 
in  the  numerous  statutes  herein  above  referred  to,  commenc- 
ing with  the  Act  of  1721,  undoubtedly  continued  in  force 
after  the  passage  of  the  Consolidation  Act. 

It  is  in  this  Twenty-seventh  Section  of  the  Consolidation 
Act  that  the  first  mention  is  made  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
Board  of  Surveys.  The  specific  powers  and  duties,  however, 
of  the  Board  are  not  given.  The  Act  does  not  organize  the 
Board  of  Surveys,  but  provides  that  the  Board  shall  be  organ- 
ized by  Councils,  and  when  organized,  that  the  Board  shall 
take  cognizance  of  the  planning  of  the  city,  etc.,  as  above 
stated. 

The  whole  subject,  therefore,  of  appointments  of  the  num- 
ber of  Surveyors  of  territorial  jurisdiction,  of  compensation  of 
the  individual  Surveyors,  and  the  subject  of  board  organiza- 
tion, was  left  to  subsequent  actions  of  Councils. 

In  the  month  of  November,  1854,  Councils  did,  under  the 
authority  given  in  this  Act,  organize  a  Board  of  Surveys. 
Immediately  thereafter,  however,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of 
April,  1855,  the  Legislature  passed  a  supplement  to  the  Con- 
solidation Act. 

This  last  At?t,  in  its  Third  Section,  provides  that  the  Sur- 
veyors and  Regulators  shall  be  elected  by  the  people,  and  not 
appointed  by  Councils;  that  they  shall  serve  five  years,  and 
not  during  good  behavior ;  mat  instead  of  being  skilled,  they 
shall  have  five  years  experience  and  skill  in  their  profession, 
and  that  the  number  instead  of  being  a  competent  number  as 
Councils  may  determine,  shall  be  twelve ;  that  their  duties 
instead  of  extending  over  convenient  limits,  shall  be  confined 
to  the  specific  territory  therein  given. 

Instead  of  permitting  Councils  to  organize  the  Board  in  the 
manner  pointed   out   in  the  Act  of  1854,  by  the  selection   of 
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such  numbers  of  Surveyors  as  they  saw  fit,  the  Fourth  Section 
of  the  Act  of  1855  declares  that  the  said  twelve  elected  Sur- 
veyors shall  each  have  a  defined  district,  and  that  they  shall 
constitute  the  Board  of  Surveys,  and  be  composed  of  all  the 
Surveyors  and  Regulators  with  a  head  or  Chief  Surveyor. 
Additional  authority  is  then  given  to  the  Board  to  obtain  plans 
of  town  plots  from  the  Clerk  of  Quarter  Sessions  and  Recorder 
of  Deeds.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  Councils  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board,  to  cause  the  District  Surveyor  to  complete, 
in  sections  from  time  to  time,  a  survey  and  plan  of  the  unsur- 
veyed  city,  and  to  make  the  same  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  District  of  Spring  Garden,  and  when  the 
plans  are  complete,  to  file  the  same. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  from  a  review  of  this  legislation,  that 
no  Board  could  act  until  established  by  Councils  in  pursuance 
of  the  Act  of  1854,  and  that  by  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855, 
Councils  were  prohibited  from  organizing  and  continuing  such 
a  Board  as  was  first  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  1854,  and  the 
Board  now  in  existence  is  constituted  and  maintained  by  legis- 
lation subsequent  to  the  Act  of  1854. 

The  Thirteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  P. 
L.  570,  specifies  the  qualifications  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  and  declares  that  he  shall  have  had  five  years  prac- 
tical experience  as  a  civil  engineer,  and  shall  be  President  of 
and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  and  as  the  head  of 
the  Department  of  Surveys  shall  perform  all  duties  imposed 
upon  him  by  law  or  ordinances ;  and  when  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  in  his  office  by  limitation  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  filled 
by  Councils  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

By  the  same  section  it  is  declared  that  each  District  Sur- 
veyor shall  have  had  three  years  experience  in  the  business  of 
regulating,  etc.     The  same  section  further  provide  as  follows : 

"  That  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
Councils  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  Survey  Department,  to 
take  security  from,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  district  sur- 
veyors, the  books  and  records  they  shall  keep,  and  returns  they 
shall  make  to  the  Board  of  Surveys ;  also,  what  records  and 
surveys  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veys, and  prescribe  the  duties,  powers,  and  services  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  each  member 
of  said  Board  of  Surveys,  and  establish  all  needful  regulations 
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for  said  Board  of  Surveys  and  district  surveyors  and  their 
offices  and  records,  and  as  to  the  use  thereof  by  citizens." 

The  14th  section  provides  the  manner  in  which  the  surveyors 
and  regulators  may  be  removed,  and  a  new  surveyor  appointed 
in  his  place  by  the  Court. 

The  loth  section  describes  the  boundaries  of  the  First 
Survey  District. 

By  the  Act  of  March  8,  1862,  P.  L.,  97,  a  registry  bureau 
is  established  in  the  Department  of  Surveys,  and  the  duties  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  in  relation  thereto  defined. 

The  Act  of  April  13, 1865,  provides  for  an  additional  survey 
district  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  making  thirteen  districts 
in  all. 

The  Act  of  June  6,  1871,  P.  L.,  1353,  provides:  "That 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  elected 
and  constituted  under  Acts  of  Assembly  be,  and  the  same  are, 
hereby  invested  with  full  authority  to  examine  and  finally  con- 
firm or  reject  all  plans  and  surveys,  or  revisions  of  plans  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  when  the  same  have  been  made  by 
the  direction  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  said  city  ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  said  Board  to  carry  out 
the  intent  of  this  act  they  are  hereby  authorized,  through  their 
presiding  officer  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmation,  and  hear 
testimony,  and  shall  use  the  seal  for  all  official  purposes." 

The  2d  section  of  said  act  provides  for  notices  by  advertise- 
ment before  final  confirmation  of  plans,  and  the  3d  section 
provides  that  no  street  shall  be  placed  upon  the  city  plan  until 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveys. 

The  4th  section  relates  to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors in  the  matter  of  the  widening  of  streets.  This  com- 
pletes an  examination  of  the  most  important  parts  of  the  State 
legislation  relating  to  the  subject  of  the  Board  of  Surveys. 

Numerous  ordinances  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  passed 
relating  to  their  duties  based  upon  the  acts  above  referred  to ; 
these  it  is  not  necessary  to  discuss. 

From  this  review  it  is  clear  that  all,  with  perhaps  a  single 
exception,  hereafter  noticed,  of  the  powers,  functions,  and  du- 
ties of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  are  given  by  Acts  of  Assembly 
passed  since  the  Act  of  1854,  the  27th  section  of  which  is  re- 
pealed by  the  new  charter.  The  right  of  appeal  to  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  in  the  matter  of  party  lines  was  given  by  the 
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27th  section  of  the  Act  of  1854,  and  seems  not  to  be  directly 
given  by  any  other  act.  With  the  repeal  of  this  section  the 
right  of  appeal  is  taken  away.  In  other  respects  the  repeal 
of  this  section  of  the  Act  of  1854  by  the  new  charter  does  not 
materially  affect  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  for 
they  hold  their  powers  by  force  of  other  acts. 

The  third  section  of  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  relates  to 
the  election  of  Surveyors  with  certain  qualifications  to  serve 
in  twelve  defined  districts.  These  defined  districts  have  in 
part  been  changed  by  subsequent  legislation,  and  a  new  district 
added. 

The  Bullitt  Bill  repeals  this  Section,  and  authorizes  Coun- 
cils "to  divide  the  city  into  such  survey  districts  as  to  them 
may  seem  proper."  The  survey  districts  have  been  changed 
before  by  legislative  authority,  and  no  one  ever  supposed  the 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  were  thereby  destroyed, 
and  in  my  opinion,  they  will  not  now  be  affected  by  this  last 
change  in  districts. 

As  I  have  shown,  the  Surveyors  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  were  originally  appointed  and  afterwards  elected. 
After  the  expiration  of  the  present  terms  of  the  present  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  subject  to  such  ordinances  as  Councils  may 
make  upon  the  subject,  the  Board  will  again  hold  office  by 
appointment. 

Their  powers  and  duties,  however,  as  a  Board,  are  not 
changed  by  this  change  in  the  mode  of  selection.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  Act  of  June  5,  1885,  which  in  words  abolishes 
the  Board  of  Surveyors;  the  whole  Act  shows  the  intention 
of  the  legislature  was  to  continue  the  office  of  the  individual 
Surveyor,  and  to  continue  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  but  to 
attach  the  same  to  the  "Department  of  Public  Works.

Gentlemen  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letters  of  the  5th 
and  7th  of  April,  asking  me  whether  the  Act  to  provide  for 
the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, approved  June  1,  1885  does  not  render  the  Ordi- 
nance approved  July  5,  1877,  requiring  all  bids  and  proposals 
to  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  Councils'  Committees,  null 
and  void,  and  whether  committees  approve  bills  as  heretofore. 

I  advise  you  as  follows  : 

The  first  paragraph  of  Article  1,  Section  1  of  the  Act  of 
1885,  provides:  "*  *  *  *  the  executive  power  shall 
be  vested  in  the  Mayor,  and  in  the  departments  authorized  by 
this  act."  Article  16,  further  directs,  k'  Councils  shall  by 
general  ordinances  provide  for  the  proper  and  efficient  con- 
duct of  the  affairs  of  the  city  by  the  Mayor  and  several  de- 
partments and  the  Boards  thereof,  but  they  shall  not  pass  any 
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ordinances  directing  or  interfering  with  the  exercise  of  the 
executive  functions  of  the  Mayor,  departments,  boards,  or 
heads  or  officers  thereof." 

The  former  provision,  which  I  have  quoted  above,  vests  all 
execuive  power  in  the  Mayor  and  the  departments  exclusively. 
The  latter  provision  provides  that  there  shall  be  no  interfer- 
ence by  ordinances  with  the  administration  of  the  executive 
functions  of  the  Mayor  and  the  departments. 

The  power  to  award  a  contract,  to  select  a  contractor,  to 
furnish  supplies  or  materials,  is  unquestionably  an  executive 
power. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  no  member  or  Committee  of 
Councils  can  assume  any  share  in  the  administration  of  the 
executive  functions  of  the  Mayor  and  the  departments.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  13th 
instant,  in  which  you  request  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  "  proper 
legal  procedure  necessary  to  enforce  penalties  attached  to  street 
cleaning  contracts    I  reply  as  follows  : 

The  agreement  reads  in  all  such  cases,  as  follows :  "And 
upon  the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  and  to  do  all  the 
work  coming  within  the  limits  of  the  specifications  hereto 
attached,  then  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall 
declare  this  contract  forfeited,  or  shall  proceed  to  do  such 
neglected  work  and  to  charge  the  expense  thereof,  as  evidenced 
by  bills  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Highways,  against  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  and  to  take  the  amount  thereof  from 
any  sum  to  which  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  would  have 
been  entitled   had  he   completed  this  contract,  and  when  that 
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sum  shall  be  exhausted,  then  to  draw  from  the  City  Treasury 
the  ten  per  centum  deposited  there  under  the  provisions  of  the 
second  section  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  22,  1881  ;  and 
when  that  sum  shall  be  exhausted,  then  to  continue  said  work 
at  the  expense  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  his  sure- 
ties." 

The  specifications  provide  under  the  head  of  •'Penalty  for 
Default."  as  follows  :  "-Failure  at  any  time,  or  in  any  district, 
to  fully  and  faithfully  perform  the  work  in  accordance  with 
these  specifications,  and  clean  throughout,  regularly  and  effect- 
ually, will  authorize  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
without  notice  to  the  contractor,  to  employ  a  force,  have  the 
work  done,  and  pay  for  the  same  from  the  amount  set  apart 
for,  or  deposited  as  security  by  the  said  contractor.  In  addi- 
tion to  deducting  from  the  pay  of  any  contractor  the  costs  of 
doing  neglected  work,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
may,  at  his  option,  deduct,  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  a  further 
sum  of  like  amount,  as  a  penalty  for  said  neglect.  Said  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highwa;  s  may  also,  at  his  option,  deduct, 
for  failure  or  neglect  at  any  time  to  faithfully  observe  these 
specifications,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  dollars  per  day,  for  the 
time  of  such  neglect,  and  for  each  numbered  article  of  the 
specifications  so  violated.  Failure  at  any  time,  or  in  any  dis- 
trict, to  faithfully  and  fully  perform  the  work  in  accordance 
with  these  specifications  for  a  period  of  forty-eight  boms  after 
notice  in  writing  from  the  Highway  Department,  will  author- 
ize the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  at  his  option,  to 
annul  the  contract." 

The  bond  given  as  security  in  such  cases  provides,  among 
other  things,  "that  if  the  said  contractor  shall,  and  will,  well 
and  truly,  and  in  every  respect,  comply  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  said  contract,  and  of  the  specifications  at- 
tached thereto  and  made  a  part  thereof,  and  shall  save,  pro- 
tect and  indemnify  the  said  city  from  all  loss,  cost  and  ex- 
pense by  reason  of  his  failure  to  fully  so  comply,  then  this 
obligation  to  be  void,  otherwise  to  be  and  remain  in  full  force 
and  virtue.  It  being  the  express  understanding  and  agree- 
ment that  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  default  shall 
happen  on  the  part  of  the  said  contractor,  or  if  the  work  con- 
tracted to  be  done  by  the  said  contractor  shall  be  done  by  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  we  (i.  e.  contractor  or  con- 
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tractors,  surety  or  sureties)  will  pay  the  loss  occasioned 
thereby,  and  that  the  amount  of  the  default  in  any  such  case, 
and  of  the  loss  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  if  any,  shall  be 
ascertained  and  determined  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways ;  and  upon  the  filing  of  an  affidavit  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  or  his  assistant  or  clerk,  setting 
forth  the  amount  of  such  default,  execution  may  issue  against 
us  (that  is,  the  contractor  or  contractors,  surety  or  sureties) 
forthwith  to  recover  the  amount  of  such  default  thus  ascer- 
tained." 

As  a  matter  of  caution,  I  advise  you  that  in  all  cases  in 
which  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  is  designated  in 
the  agreements,  specifications,  and  bonds  as  the  person  to  act, 
he  be  directed  to  act  even  though  you  couple  your  name  with 
his.  in  order  that  the  contract  may  be  strictly  complied  with.

Dear  Sir  : — Regarding  the  matter  of  the  party  wall  of 
Vaux  School  premises,  I  advise  you  as  follows : 

The  city  is  liable  for  her  share  of  a  party  wall  as  soon  as 
she  begins  to  use  it,  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as  any  pri- 
vate person.  Such  use.  as  appears  from  your  note  and  accom- 
panying plan,  the  city  is  making,  or  is  about  to  make,  of  the 
wall,  is  sufficient  to  entitle  the  adjoining  owner  to  demand 
compensation. 

Under  the  Act  of  1840,  the  purchaser  of  a  lot  acquires  the 
right  to  recover  the  proper  charge  for  a  party  wall.  Conse- 
quently. Mr.  Salley  is  entitled  to  such  payment  as  may  be 
due  for  the  wall. 

It  is  true,  as  stated  in  your  communication,  that  a  window 
is  not  allowed  in  a  party  wall.  The  city  cannot,  however, 
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refuse  to  pay  for  a  party  wall  which  she  uses  because  it  con- 
tains a  window,  particularly  where,  as  here,  the  window  is  in 
a  part  of  the  wall  not  used. 

If  the  city  has  done  work  upon  the  wall  of  a  character 
required  by  law  as  a  condition  of  its  use  as  a  party  wall,  then 
the  city  is  entitled  to  offset  one-half  the  cost  of  such  addition 
against  the  charge  for  the  wall.

The  injustice,  if  any  there  be,  to  property  oAvners  involved 
by  imposition  of  the  assesssments  in  question,  can  be  re- 
dressed through  a  suit  at  law  tor  damages  resulting  from  the 
change  of  grade.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  19th  instant, 
I  would  say  that  the  decisions  of  the  Courts  construing  the 
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6th  Section  of  the  Act  of  1855  relating  to  the  width  of 
streets,  hold  that  where  a  building  fronts  upon  a  street  of  full 
width,  and  presents  a  side  to  a  street  of  less  than  twenty  feet 
in  width,  that  the  Act  does  not  require  a  recession  on  the  side 
lines  of  the  building  in  order  to  open  up  the  narrower  street 
to  the  width  of  twenty  feet,  or  the  proportionate  part  of  said 
width. 

If,  therefore,  the  building  at  the  corner  of  Buddens  street 
and  the  ten  feet  court,  to  which  you  refer,  is  to  front  on  Bud- 
dens street  and  present  a  side  to  the  ten  feet  wide  court,  I  do. 
not  think  you  would  be  justified  in  compelling  the  owner  to 
recede  on  the  court  side  of  the  lot.  While  from  a  reading  of 
the  Section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  referred  to,  you  might  very 
naturally  infer  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that 
all  streets  of  a  less  width  than  twenty  feet,  should  by  recessions 
upon  the  erection  of  new  buildings  be  gradually  widened 
throughout  their  entire  length  to  twenty  feet,  the  Courts  have 
given  the  construction  that  I  have  referred  to,  and  that  con- 
struction of  the  Act  of  Assembly  is  binding  upon  you  in  the- 
performance  of  your  duty.

I  reply  as  follows  :  The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article  15, 
Section  1,  provides:  '"All  executive  powers  and  duties  of  the 
several  officers  of  the  city,  not  hereinbefore  otherwise  dis- 
tributed, shall  be  assigned  by  ordinance  to  the  appropriate 
department  hereby  created,  and  when  so  assigned,  all  other 
departments  now  existing  shall  be  abolished." 
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Paragraph  4.  Section  3,  of  the  Ordinance  of  December  30, 
1  <S  S  *  J ,  provides  that  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall 
embrace  all  matters  connected  with  the  health  of  the  people. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Ex- 
amining Board  is  attached  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  in- 
stant, containing  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction,  asking 
"  whether  or  not  a  Committee  of  the  Directors  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities  and  Correction  can  discharge  prisoners  from 
the  House  of  Correction,  or  if  it  must  be  done  by  the  Board." 

Section  12  of  the  Act  of  June  2,  1871,  provides  "  That  the 
said  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  discretionary  power  to  dis- 
charge the  said  inmates."  This  authority  devolves  upon  the 
Board  of  Charities  and  Correction  under  the  Act  of  June  1, 
1885,  as  the  successors  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House 
of  Correction. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  power  so  vested,  not  being  minis- 
terial but  judicial  in  its  character,  can  be  exercised  by  the 
Board  alone,  and  cannot  be  delegated  to  a  committee  of  one  or 
more.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  20th  inst.,  enclosing  a  letter  from  Mr.  Thomas 
Daly,  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the  First  District.  Mr.  Daly 
says  he  was  elected  in  February,  1887,  for  a  term  of  five  years, 
to  commence,  as  I  understand,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April, 
1887. 

You  request  my  opinion  whether  Mr.  Daly  was  legally 
elected  for  five  years,  or  whether  it  is  necessary  and  proper 
that  he  should  be  appointed  by  you. 

To  this  I  reply,  that  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article  4, 
Section  1,  provides  as  follows  :  '•  Until  the  expiration  of  the 
respective  terms  of  office  of  the  present  District  Surveyors, 
such  Surveyors  shall  be  attached  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  shall  perform  their  duties  under  the  direction 
of  the  said  department ;  and,  at  the  expiration  of  their  said 
respective  terms,  subject  to  such  ordinances  as  Councils  may 
make  upon  the  subject,  their  places  shall  be  filled  in  the 
manner  pointed  out  in  section  four  of  article  eleven  hereof." 

The  District  Surveyors  are  attached  to  your  Department, 
and  are  subordinate  thereto. 

It  is  the  clear  intention  of  the  aforesaid  Act  that  the  Sur- 
veyors whose  terms  had  not  expired  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  1887,  when  the  Act  Avent  into  effect,  should  serve  until 
the  expiration  of  their  term,  after  which  the  office  should  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

By  the  Act  of  March  10,  1875,  P.  L.,  6,  the  terms  of  all 
city  officers  were  made  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April. 

As  I  understand  the  facts,  Mr.  Daly's  original  term  expired 
at  the  same  moment  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  went  into  force. 
The  original  term  for  which  he  was  elected  being  fully  ended, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  his  re-election  in  February  last  for  an- 
other term  of  five  years,  commencing  with  the  day  on  which 
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jour  executive  power  and  control  over  the  office  went  into 
effect,  was  illegal  and  void,  and  that  the  power  and  authority 
to  fill  the  office  made  vacant  by  the  expiration  of  Mr.  Daly's 
term  vests  in  you.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  March  l'Jth,  you  state  that 
Mr.  Thomas  Daly,  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  the  First  Dis- 
trict, entered  upon  his  term  of  five  years,  on  the  first  Monday 
of  April,  1882 ;  that  on  February  15,  1887,  he  was  elected 
Surveyor  ancl  Regulator  of  the  First  District,  for  another  term. 
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You  request  my  opinion  whether  Mr.  Daly  can  "  by  virtue 
of  said  election,  legally  assume  the  duties  of  Surveyor  and 
Regulator,  and  become  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
on  the  first  Monday  of  April  next." 

To  this  I  answer :  No.  Mr.  Daly  was  in  office  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  and  this  Act  pro- 
vides that  at  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  surveyors  then 
holding  office,  their  places  should  be  filled  by  appointment. 
Mr.  Daly's  term  of  five  years  expired  at  the  same  moment  of 
time  that  the  new  charter  went  into  operation,  and  the  election 
in  February  last  to  continue  him  beyond  that  time  was,  in  my 
opinion,  null  and  void.  The  appointment  must  be  made  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

You  further  request  my  opinion  whether  a  Surveyor  and 
Regulator  is  a  "professional  expert"  and  not  subject  to  "  a 
systematic,  open  and  competitive  examination." 

To  this  I  reply: — The  new  Charter  in  its  3d  Section  pro- 
vides: "All  officers,  clerks  and  employees,  except  the  assist- 
ants of  the  City  Solicitor,  in  the  several  Departments  and  sub- 
divisions thereof,  or  of  any  board  attached  thereto,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  head  of  the  said  Department,  but  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  no  such  appointment  or  any 
promotion  of  any  subordinate  official,  excepting  only  of  assist- 
ants or  laborers  employed  for  special  or  temporary  purposes, 
and  professional  experts,  and  such  others  as  are  especially 
excepted  by  this  Act,  shall  be  lawful,  except  when  made  un- 
der and  in  pursuance  of  rules  and  regulations  providing  for 
the  ascertainment  of  the  comparative  fitness  of  all  applicants 
for  appointment  or  promotion  by  a  systematic,  open  and  com- 
petitive examination  of  such  applicants,  which  rules  and  regu- 
lations it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  De- 
partments to  make  and  promulgate  within  sixty  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  Act." 

Surveyors  and  Regulators  are  not,  in  my  opinion,  such  pro- 
fessional experts  as  are  included  within  the  meaning  of  the 
exception  in  this  Act.  The  exemption  of  professional  experts 
from  examination  is,  in  my  opinion,  intended  to  cover  cases 
where  persons  specially  skilled  in  some  particular  profession 
are  temporarily  employed  in  some  special  or  particular  work. 

The  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  Section  13,  P.  L.  570,  pro- 
vides:  "Each  district  Surveyor  shall  have  had  three  years 
experience  in  the  business  of  regulating   and   surveying,  after 
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having  completed  his  apprenticeship  and  become  of  lawful 
age,  and  make  oath  or  affirmation  of  such  fact,  and  to  per- 
form his  duties  with  fidelity,  etc." 

These  still  remain  the  necessary  qualifications  and  pre- 
requisites of  the  office,  and  although  the  Surveyors  and  Regu- 
lators must  submit  to  an  examination,  yet  no  one  can  be 
appointed  to  the  office  of  Surveyor  and  Regulator,  who  has 
not  had  the  experience,  and  who  does  not  possess  the  quali- 
fications required  by  the  Act  of  1856. 

You  further  ask  whether  "  the  term  of  five  years  designated 
in  Section  9  of  the  ordinance  of  December  30.  1886,  is  con- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885." 

To  this  I  reply,  that  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  Article 
6,  Section  4,  declares :  "Appointed  officers,  other  than  Judges 
of  the  Courts  of  Record  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  power  by 
which  they  shall  have  been  appointed." 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article  12,  Section  2,  provides: 
"  the  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  shall  appoint 
all  subordinate  officers  and  clerks.  The  directors  or  chief 
officers  of  departments  may,  by  written  order,  giving  their 
reasons  therefor,  remove  or  suspend  subordinate  officers  and 
clerks,  provided  the  same  is  not  done  for  political  reasons." 

It  is,  therefore,  clear  that  no  matter  for  what  term  the  or- 
dinance declares  the  officer  may  be  appointed,  his  right  to 
hold  is  a  right  subject  to  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power. 

You  further  ask,  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  immediately 
filling  the  office  to  prevent  inconvenience  to  builders,  etc.,  "Is 
there  any  mode  by  which  the  vacancy  can  be  legally  filled  at 
once." 

To  this  I  reply,  that  the  appointment  can  be  made  at  once 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works;  and  by 
authority  of  the  recent  Act  of  April  6,  1887,  the  appoint- 
ment, if  made  within  60  days  from  the  first  Monday  of  April, 
1887,  can  be  made  without  subjecting  the  appointee  to  the 
preliminary  examination  required  by  the  Bullitt  Bill.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  a  letter  of  the  26th  instant  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  I  desire  to  say,  that  under 
the  7th  section  of  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  which  grants  to 
Councils  the  power  to  direct  by  ordinances  the  opening  of 
streets,  it  is  expressly  required  that  the  owner  of  property 
aifected  by  the  opening  of  a  street  shall  be  served  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  with  a  three  months  notice.  There- 
fore, under  ordinary  circumstances,  any  property  owner  would 
have  the  right  to  ignore  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils until  he  had  received  the  three  months  notice  which  the 
law  requires  shall  be  given  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways.  Of  course,  this  right  of  notice  being  for  the 
advantage  of  the  property  owner,  it  might  be  waived  by  him 
in  any  case,  and  if  any  damages  have  been  arranged,  as  sug- 
gested in  the  letter  to  which  this  is  a  reply,  he  would  be  pre- 
sumed to  have  waived  his  notice,  and  would  be  estopped  from 
denying  the  right  of  the  city  to  entf  r  upon  the  land  for  public 
purposes. 

In  this  case,  Dr.  J.  H.  Smaltz  was  served  by  this  depart- 
ment with  notice  of  proceedings  to  authorize  the  city  to  enter 
its  bond  to  secure  the  payment  of  land  damages,  and  in  the 
city's  petition  in  that  case  it  was  averred  that  all  the  owners 
had  received  notice.  Dr.  Smaltz  was  represented  in  the  pro- 
ceeding by  counsel,  and  no  objections  were  made  upon  the 
ground  that  he  had  not  received  the  three  months  notice,  and 
the  bond  was  fixed  by  the  court  and  duly  entered  covering  his 
property,  and  the  city  in  that  proceeding  was  granted  the 
right  to  enter  at  the  expiration  of  the  three  months  allowed  to 
the  owner  before  the  opening  of  the'  street  under  ordinance. 

These  facts  would  seem   to  indicate   that   Dr.  Smaltz  had 
acquiesced  in  the  right  of  the  city  to  enter,  and  had  waived 
the  formality  of   the   notice.      Under  such   circumstances,   I 
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think  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  would  be  author- 
ized to  enter  upon  and  open  the  street  to  public  use,  not  using 
force,  however,  without  further  advice  from  this  department.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  Twenty- 
sixth  instant,  in  which  you  state  "A  large  number  of  highway 
bills  for  work  done  prior  to  April  4,  1887,  upon  contracts  still 
running  for  the  balance  of  the  year  1887,  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Committee  on  Highways  for  their  approval.  The 
Committee  on  Highways  desire  to  know,  before  taking  action 
thereon,  whether  your  opinion  of  April  13,  1887,  to  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  does  not  also  include  such  bills  to 
be  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  instead  of  the 
Committee  on  Highways."    I  reply  as  follows  : 

The  first  paragraph  of  Article  1,  Section  1  of  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1885,  provides:  u*  *  *  the  executive  power  shall 
be  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  in  the  departments  authorized  by 
this  Act." 

Article  16  of  the  same  Act  further  directs  :  "  Councils  shall, 
by  general  ordinances,  provide  for  the  proper  and  efficient 
conduct  of  the  affiairs  of  the  city  by  the  Mayor  and  the  sev- 
eral departments  and  the  boards  thereof,  but  they  shall  not 
pass  any  ordinance  directing  or  interfering  with  the  exercise 
of  the  executive  functions  of  the  Mayor,  departments,  boards 
or  heads,  or  officers  thereof.  " 

In  my  letter  of  the  thirteenth  instant  to  the  Directors  of 
the  Departments  of  Public  Safety  and  Public  Works,  I  said 
that  the  power  to  award  a  contract  is  an  executive  power,  and 
that  Councils  cannot,  in  any  wise,  interfere  with  the  free  exer- 
cise of  that  power. 
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The  power  of  awarding  a  contract  being  executive  in  its 
character,  and  being  vested  in  the  head  of  a  department,  the 
power  to  approve  bills  furnished  by  the  contractors  who  have 
done  this  work  is  also  executive,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  approve  the  bills 
recently  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Highways.

In  answer  I  advise  you  as  follows  :  Neither  the  Water  Com- 
mittee of  Councils  or  any  other  Committee  thereof,  have  any 
jurisdiction  whatsoever  upon  the  matter  save  to  consider  the 
same  and  report  their  conclusion  to  the  parent  body. 

The 'City  Councils,  may  by  Ordinances  of  a  general  char- 
acter, regulate  wages  paid,  or  any  other  matter  of  Department 
administration.     (See  Article  16  of  Act  of  June  1,  1885.)

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  April  14r 
1887,  enclosing  a  letter  from  William  Henry  Lex,  Esq., 
complaining  of  a  threatened  obstruction  of  Thirtieth  street, 
south  from  Walnut  street,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  by 
reason  of  a  change  in  the  character  of  the  railway  tracks, 
substituting  cross-ties  for  stringers  in  the  new  construction,  I 
have  investigated  the  matter,  and  beg  leave  to  advise  you  of  the 
following  facts : 

On  the  28d  of  September,  1885,  I  advised  John  D.  Esta- 
brook,  then  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  as  follows  :

"  In  the  matter  of  the  opening  of  Thirtieth  street,  south  of 

Walnut, 

"  John  D.  Estabrook,  Esq., 

Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways. 

"  Dear  Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  I 
would  state  that  you  were  correctly  advised  on  Februry  3, 
1885,  that  you  should  take  no  steps  to  remove  the  fences  on 
private  property,  until  a  report  of  the  jury  assessing  the  dama- 
ges has  been  confirmed. 

The  ordinance  of  December  12,  1881,  page  255,  to  which 
you  refer,  does  not  authorize  the  filing  of  a  bond  and  the  imme- 
diate opening  of  the  street  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  the 
full  width  of  one  hundred  feet. 

No  proceedings  have  been  commenced  by  the  property  owners 
to  secure  an  assessment  of  damages,  if  any,  due  to  the  opening 
of  the  full  width  ;  but  the  city,  by  any  of  its  officers,  under 
existing  statutes,  may  institute  proceedings  to  secure  the  as- 
sessment of   damages  ;  and,  if  you   request  it,  I   will   draft  a 
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petition  for  the  appointment  of  a  jury  for  the  assessment  ©f 
damages  in  the  premises,  and  have  the  proceedings  pushed  to 
a  conclusion  on  as  early  a  day  as  is  consistent  °with  public 
interest.

Since  that  date,  indeed  about  the  first  of  the  present  year, 
proceedings  have  been  commenced  by  the  Continental  National 
Bank  of  New  York,  a  property  owner  represented  by  William 
II.  Lex,  Esq.,  for  the  assessment  of  damages.  The  railroad 
company  is  under  bond  to  secure  the  city  against  any  loss  by 
reason  of  land  damages  ;  and  having,  as  appears  by  the  ordi- 
nance, given  security,  they  had  the  right  to  enter  upon  and 
occupy  Thirtieth  street.  The  matter  of  the  assessment  of 
damages  is  now  under  adjustment,  and  it  is  expected  that  some 
conclusion  will  be  reached  at  an  early  date  as  to  the  amount 
payable,  if  any,  in  the  premises.  I  might  say  that  the  prop- 
erty owners,  without  the  slightest  prejudice  to  their  claim  for 
any  damages  they  may  suffer,  will  have  it  in  their  power  at 
any  time  to  set  back  their  fences  and  relieve  the  avenue  or 
street  of  the  trouble  complained  of  in  Mr.  Lex's  letter,  although, 
of  course,  they  have  an  equally  good  right  to  maintain  their 
fences,  if  they  saw  fit  to  do  so,  until  the  damages  are  paid  or 
secured. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  ordinance  granting  the  railroad 
company  the  right  to  lay  its  tracks  on  Thirtieth  street  that 
restricts  them  to  any  particular  form  of  track  construction, 
and  as  the  cross-tie  construction  is  the  ordinary  construction, 
although  it  is  not  as  convenient  for  the  public,  they  might 
argue  that  under  the  ordinance  they  are  acting  within  then- 
powers,  yet  I  would  advise  you  to  address  a  letter  of  request 
to  the  railroad  company  to  suspend  any  action  relating  to  the 
change  of  their  tracks  until  the  controversy  with  the  property 
owners  for  the  amount  of  damages  is  adjusted. 

The  ordinance  authorizing  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  occupy  thirty-six  feet  of  the  carriageway  of  Thirtieth 
street  for  railroad  purposes,  provided  the  company  should  file 
a  bond  with  the  City  Solicitor  conditioned  to  pay  any  damages 
that   might   be   assessed  against   the  city  on  account  of  the 


widening  of  the  street,  is  dated  the  sixth  day  of  June,  1881, 
and  will  be  found  on  page  116  of  the  Book  of  Ordinances  for 

1881. 

The  ordinance  authorizing  the  opening  of  Thirtieth  street 
to  the  full  width,  reciting  the  fact  of  the  tiling  of  the  bond  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  which  gives  them  the 
right  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  the  thirty-six  feet 
mentioned  for  railroad  purposes,  is  dated  December  12,  1881, 
and  will  be  found  on  page  355  of  the  Ordinances  for  1881.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  14y 
in  which  you  refer  to  the  paragraph  in  Article  III.,  Section  1, 
of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  relating  to  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  ask  the  following  questions  under  it  : 

1.  "  Is  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
the  executive  officer  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  has  he  the 
power  to  direct  the  Health  Officer,  who  is  an  appointee  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  which  said  officer  has 
acted  under  the  direction  of  the  Board?  Is  he  not  subject 
in  all  matters  to  my  directorship  ?" 

2.  "  Can  I  designate  one  of  the  persons  in  the  employ  of 
the  Board  of  Health  (or  one  to  be  named  by  Councils  for  the 
purpose)  to  receive  all  moneys  owing  to  the  city  and  fees, 
which  have  heretofore  been  collected  by  the  Health  Officer,  and 
have  the  same  paid  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  ?" 

3.  "  Can  I  designate  an  officer  in  the  employ  of  the  Board 
to  act  for  me,  and,  in  my  name,  carry  out  all  the  orders  and 
resolutions  of  the  said  Board  relative  to  abatement  of  nuisances, 
and  other  work  of  a  similar  character?" 
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I  reply  as  follows  : 

First.  Article  III.,  Section  1,  paragraph  12  of  the  Act  of 
June  1, 1885,  provides  :  "  The  Director  of  Public  Safety  shall, 
ex-officio.  be  a  member  and  president  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
and,  as  chief  executive  officer  thereof,  subject  to  the  resolu- 
tions and  orders  of  the  said  Board,  appoint,  supervise,  and 
control  all  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees  attached  to 
the  Board." 

Under  this  section  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Director  of  Public 
Safety  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
under  this  power  he  has  authority  to  direct  the  Health  Officer 
in  the  performance  of  duties,  except  where  such  directions 
conflict  with  the  requirements  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  pre- 
scribing specific  duties,  and  lodging  in  the  Health  Officer  an 
exclusive  official  discretion,  or  when  under  resolution  or  order 
of  the  Board  he  is  directed  to  act. 

The  Health  Officer  is  a  subordinate  officer  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  it  therefore  follows  that  he  is  subject  to  control  by 
the  Director  of  Public  safety.  This  power  of  the  latter  must, 
however,  be  exercised  in  subjection  k'to  the  resolutions  and 
orders"  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Second.  Whenever  the  Health  Officer  is  specially  authorized 
by  an  Act  of  Assembly  to  collect  moneys,  you  have  no  author- 
ity to  transfer  to  other  hands  that  duty.  In  all  other  cases, 
you  are  empowered  to  assign  another  subordinate  to  eollect 
fees  hitherto  received  by  the  Health  Officer. 

Third.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  lawful  for  you  to  desig- 
nate an  officer  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  act 
for  you,  and  in  your  name  carry  out  all  the  orders  and  reso- 
lutions of  the  said  Board  relative  to  abatement  of  nuisances 
and  other  work  of  a  similar  character.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  3d  inst.,  enclosing  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  of  the  Board  of  Health,  viz.  :  "tfesolved, 
That  rhe  City  Solicitor  be,  and  is,  hereby  respectfully  requested 
to,  officially,  inform  this  Board  whether  the  Board  of  Health 
have  the  right  to  open  proposals  for  materials,  etc.,  for  the 
Lazaretto,  Municipal  Hospital,  office,  etc.,  and  award  contracts, 
or  whether  the  power  is  vested  in  the  Director  of  Public  Safety, 
under  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,"  is  received. 

In  reply,  I  would  state  that  by  the  12th  paragraph  of  Arti- 
cle 3d,  Section  1,  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  it  is  provided, 
that  the  Board  of  Health  "shall  continue  with  the  powers  and 
duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law."  The  number  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Health  is  changed  and  the  mode  of  their  selec- 
tion, but  their  powers  and  duties  remain  as  heretofore. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  becomes 
ex-officio  a  member  and  president  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
subject  to  the  resolutions  and  orders  of  the  said  Board.  He  is 
to  appoint,  supervise,  and  control  all  the  subordinate  offices 
and  employees  attached  to  the  Board,  but  the  powers  and  du- 
ties of  the  Board,  in  relation  to  contracts,  are  not  to  be  inter- 
fered with. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Health  have 
the  right  to  open  proposals  for  materials  and  award  contracts.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  April  5,  1887,  in  which 
you  ask  for  the  interpretation  of  those  clauses   in   the  Bullitt 
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Bill,  referring  to  the  powers  of  appointment  and  removal  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction,  or  in  whom 
lies  the  authority  to  appoint  the  officers  and  other  employees 
iu  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction. 

I  reply,  as  follows  : 

The  general  provision  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  upon  the 
subject  of  the  appointment  of  officers,  clerks,  and  other  em- 
ployees, is  Section  2,  of  Article  12,  which  enacts  :  "  The  Di- 
rectors or  chief  officers  of  departments  shall  appoint  all  subor- 
dinate officers  and  clerks." 

Article  10,  which  relates  alone  to  the  Department  of  Chari- 
ties and  Correction,  makes  a  special  regulation  for  that  depart- 
ment as  to  appointments,  to  wit :  "  The  Board  shall  appoint 
all  officers  and  servants  required  for  the  several  institutions 
under  its  management."  This  language  vests  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Charities  and  Correction  as  a  body  the  author- 
ity to  appoint  all  employees  in  the  department. 

It  is  true  that  Article  12,  Section  3,  provides  that  "All 
officers,  clerks,  and  employees  in  the  several  departments  .  .  . 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  head  of  the  said  department,"  and 
article  10,  Section  1,  piovides  that  "the  Department  of  Char- 
ities and  Correction  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  president, 
who  shall  be  the  head  thereof;"  but  Article  12,  section  3, 
which  provides  that  the  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the 
head  of  the  department,  has  for  its  object  rather  the  establish- 
ment of  an  examination  system  than  to  direct  who  shall  exer- 
cise, or  in  whom  shall  be  vested,  the  power  of  appointment. 

Article  10,  Section  1,  on  the  other  hand,  specially  refers  to 
the  exercise  of  the  power  of  appointment  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities  and  Correction,  and  that  power  is  expressly 
vested  in  the  Board,  which  shali  appoint  all  officers  and  ser- 
vants required  by  the  several  institutions  under  its  manage- 
ment. It  might  seem  that  the  head  of  the  department  had  no 
power  to  appoint  officers,  clerks,  and  employees  of  the  Board, 
leaving  the  power  of  appointment  of  all  officers  and  servants 
required  for  the  several  institutions  under  the  management  of 
the  department  to  the  Board  as  a  body  :  but  this  interpretation 
cannot  be  maintained  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  whole  range 
of  authority  given  to  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion is  expressed  in  similar  terms  with  those  affairs  for  the  care 
of  which  the  appointment  of  subordinates  is  given  to  the 
Board.

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My  conclusion  is  that  the  subordinates  of  the  Department 
of  Charities  and  Correction  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  as  a  body.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
April  26th  enclosing  the  report  of  the  Third  District  Com- 
mittee, adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  the 
matter  of  the  open  sewer  at  Harding's  Mills,  Twenty-first 
Ward,  and  requesting  that  I  advise  the  Board  in  relation 
to  the  subject. 

The  report  sets  forth  that  the  sewers  in  Levering  and  Grape 
streets,  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward,  converge  at  a  point  on  the 
main  street,  and  that  the  sewer  extends  thence  at  right  angles 
under  private  property,  continuing  on  under  the  Schuylkill 
Canal,  and  under  what  is  known  as  the  Intercepting  Sewer, 
into  and  through  grounds  and  buildings  belonging  to  Mr.  Hard- 
ing,  emptying  itself  into  the  Schuylkill  River,  as  shown  in 
the  annexed  diagram.  That  when  the  sewer  was  constructed, 
about  30  feet  of  the  end  towards  the  river  was  left  uncovered 
or  unarched ;  that  since  the  sewer  was  thus  constructed  the 
owner  of  the  land  through  which  it  passed  has  enlarged  his 
mill,  and  has  extended  the  building  over  the  uncovered  por- 
tion, thus  having  an  open  sewer  in  that  portion  of  his  mill ; 
that  the  Committee  believe  that  the  sewer  gases  thus  entering 
this  mill  are  nuisances  prejudicial  and  dangerous  to  the  health 
of  the  operatives  there  employed,  and  have  no  question  as  to 
the  necessity  of  prompt  action  in  closing  the  sewer  or  arching 
it  over  within  the  mill,  and  diverting  the  sewage  from  the 
river  into  the  intercepting  sewer.

I  am  of  opinion  under  this  state  of  facts  that  this  nuisance, 
which  has  horn  created  by  the  City  in  the  prosecution  of  a 
puhlic  work  and  upon  private  grounds,  should  be  aha  ted  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  that  the  expense  incident  thereto  should 
be  charged  against  the  appropriation  for  the  removal  and 
abatement  of  nuisances.

"2.  "  Should  any  of  the  owners  refuse  to  pay  their  share  of 
the  cost  of  said  work,  will  the  city  be  protected  by  a  lien  on 
those  properties,  the  owners  of  which  having  refused  to  pay? 

I  reply  as  follows  : 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  agreement  of  a  majority  of  the 
property  owners  concerned  will  not  justify  you  in  dispensing 
with  any  of  the  steps  ordinarily  requisite  in  order  to  charge 
them  with  expenses.

The  Department  has  all  the  power  that  the  Board  heretofore 
exercised  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1885,  but  is  subject  to  all  the  general  provisions  of 
that  act. 
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The  President  of  the  Board  should  represent  it  in  the  Board 
composed  of  the  heads  of  departments ;  but  for  all  other  pur- 
poses the  whole  Board  constitutes  the  head  of  department.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
May  31,  in  which  you  state  that  Mr.  John  H.  Dye  has  re- 
quired all  those  who  file  deeds  of  dedication  of  streets  in  your 
office  to  deposit  the  money  which  would  be  required  by  the 
Recorder  of  Deeds  to  pay  for  the  recording,  and  has  acted  as 
custodian  of  the  money. 

You  want  to  know  if  it  is  right  for  this  money  to  be  held  in 
this  manner,  and  if  not,  what  disposition  should  be  made  of  it ; 
and  that  if  the  money  should  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury, 
is  there  any  authority  to  use  it  again  from  time  to  time  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  deposited. 

In  answer  I  reply  that  the  city  has  no  claim  whatever  to 
this  money,  as  it  was  received,  as  you  state,  to  be  used  for  the 
payment  of  the  recording  fees  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of 
Deeds.  The  money  should  not  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury, 
and  if  it  were  so  paid  there  would  be  no  authority  to  withdraw 
it  or  use  it  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  deposited. 

Mr.  Dye  holds  the  money  for  the  grantor  in  the  deed.  The 
agreement  is  between  him  and  the  grantor,  or  the  parties  rep- 
resenting the  grantor.  The  city  has  no  interest  in  the  matter 
whatever.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  19, 
asking  for  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens   is   under   the   charge  of  the   Department  of  Public 
Works. 

I  reply  as  follows  : 

Article  4,  Section  1,  provides  that  all  matters  and  things  in 
any  way  relating  to,  or  affecting  the  wharves  and  docks  of  the 
city,  shall  be  under  the  direction,  control  and  administration 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  This  is  the  only  pro- 
vision in  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  that  can  in  anywise  refer 
to  the  question  submitted.  This  provision,  however,  in  my 
opinion  refers  to  the  wharves  and  docks  owned  by  the  city  and 
held  as  her  property,  and  in  no  way  interferes  with  the  powers 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  by  the  State. 

The  Board  of  Port  Wardens  under  its  powers  has  jurisdic- 
tion in  matters  over  which  the  city  as  a  municipality  has  no 
control,  and  1  am  of  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens 
is  not  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.

Dear  Sir  :  I  received  a  copy  of  the  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion passed  by  the  Board  of  Health  on  May  3,  1887,  contain- 
ing a  request  that  the  City  Solicitor  inform  the  Board  as  to  the 
relative  powers  and  authority  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
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Director  of  Public  Safety  to  appoint  and  remove  subordinate 
officers  and  employees  attached  to  the  Board,  etc.  In  the  Reso- 
lution you  refer  to  the  Act  of  January  29,  1818,  Section  1, 
P.  L.  38,  which  provides  that  the  Board  of  Heath  '-.shall  have 
power  to  appoint  such  officers  and  servants  as  maybe  necessary 
to  attend  the  Health  Office,  the  Lazaretto,  and  the  City  Hos- 
pital, etc.,  and  such  other  officers  and  servants  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  district,      * 

*  *  *  and  to  remove  any  of  the  officers  or  servants 
by  them  appointed,  and  to  appoint  others  in  their  places." 

I  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  follows:  Paragraph  12,  Section 
1.  Article  3,  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  reads  :  "  In  cities  of 
the  first  class  the  Board  of  Health  shall  continue  with  the 
powers  and  duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law." 

In  Article  9,  Article  LI,  and  the  loth  paragraph  of  Section 
1,  of  Article  3,  similar  provisions  are  to  be  found  referring  to 
the  Department  of  Education,  Sinking  Fund  Commission,  and 
the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors. 

These  provisions  merely  provide  that  these  Departments, 
Boards,  etc.,  are  subject  to  the  laws  previously  in  force,  unless 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885. 

The  thirteenth  paragraph  of  Article  3,  like  the  12th,  opens 
with  a  statement  that  the  Board  shall  continue  with  the  powers 
and  duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law,  while  towards  the  end  of 
the  same  paragraph,  it  is  provided  that  the  Board  shall  per- 
form the  duties  now  by  lawT  allotted  to  it,  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  ;  and  it  is  beyond 
a  question,  that  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspectors  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Safety. 

Paragraph  12  of  Article  3,  Section  1.  provides:  •■The 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  *  *  * 
subject  to  the  resolutions  and  orders  of  the  said  Board,  ap- 
point, supervise,  and  control  all  the  subordinate  officers  and 
employees  attached  to  the  Board." 

Under  these  provisions  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  is  vested  with  the 
power  to  appoint  all  the  employees  of  the  Board.  His  author- 
ity to  appoint,  supervise,  and  control  the  employees  is  to  be 
exercised  subject  to  the  resolutions  and  orders  of  the  Board, 
but  these  resolutions  and  orders  so  far  as  they  apply  to  ap- 
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pointments,  are  in  the  nature  of  regulations  as  to  the  number 
and  duties  of  the  employees,  etc. 

While  the  paragraph  to  which  I  have  referred  directs  that 
the  Board  of  Health  shall  be  attached  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  the  first  and  second  paragraphs  of  Section  2, 
Article  12,  prescribe  that  the  directors  or  chief  officers  of 
departments  shall  appoint  all  subordinate  officers  and  clerks, 
and  that  the  directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  may,  by 
written  order,  giving  their  reasons  therefor,  remove  or  suspend 
subordinate  officers  and  clerks,  provided  the  same  is  not  done 
for  political  reasons. 

Under  this  provision  it  seems  plain  that  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety  has  authority  to  remove  the  employees  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  to  place  the  authority  to  appoint  in 
hands  other  than  those  holding  the  power  of  removal  would 
be  extraordinary. 

Section  8,  of  Article  12,  provides  that  all  officers,  clerksT 
and  employees  of  any  board  attached  to  any  department,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  head  of  the  said  department.  Although 
this  section  has  for  its  object  the  establishment  of  a  system  of 
competitive  examinations,  still  it  being  quite  in  harmony  as 
to  the  point  in  question  with  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  2 
above  quoted,  its  terms  are  entitled  to  great  weight  in  regard 
to  any  vagueness  in  that  provision. 

Taken  together,  therefore,  the  sections  provide  that  the 
employees  of  each  department  and  those  of  any  Board  attached 
thereto,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  head  of  said  department. 

In  view  of  these  provisions,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety  has  the  power  of  appointment  and 
removal  of  subordinate  officers  and  employees  attached  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  including  nurses,  domestics,  and  other  help 
employed  at  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  at  the  Lazaretto.

Dear  Sir,  : — In  answer  to  yours  of  the  17th  ult.,  reciting 
the  fact  that  four  out  of  six  members  of  the  minority  party  in  the 
School  Board  of  the  Twenty-second  Section  have  resigned,  and 
asking  whether  the  Board  must  elect  members  from  the  mi- 
nority to  fill  the  vacancies  during  the  same  period  to  which 
those  resigning  belonged,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  been  unable 
to  find  any  Act  of  Assembly  which  compels  the  Board  to 
regard  party  lines  in  filling  vacancies. 

The  Act  of  February  2d,  1854,  provides  that  in  case  of  any 
vacancy,  the  vacancy  shall  not  be  filled  by  the  remaining  Di- 
rectors till  the  next  election. 

The  Act  of  May  20th,  1857,  which  provides  that  said  Di- 
rectors must  reside  in  the  Wards  from  which  they  are  elected, 
and  that  removal  shall  be  a  forfeiture  to  the  office,  provides 
that  any  vacancy  '"  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  in  which  the 
said  vacancy  occurs."  The  Act  of  April  13th,  1859,  pro- 
vides:  "  Hereafter,  in  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
Directors  of  any  sectional  School  Board  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  remaining  Direc- 
tors of  said  School  Board  to  fill  the  same." 

The  Act  of  February  16, 1865,  which  provides  that  a  Director 
who  does  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  forfeit 
his  office,  provides  that  the  "  Directors  present  shall  have 
power  to  declare  his  seat  in  the  Board  vacant,  and  appoint 
another  in  his  stead."

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  9th  inst.,  I  beg  to 
say  that  your  Board  undoubtedly  has  the  right  to  make  rules 
to  govern  itself,  but  it  has  no  power  to  make  any  rule  govern- 
ing or  in  anywise  interfering  with  the  powers  of  any  succeed- 
ing Board.  These  rules  can  be  altered  and  changed  by  the 
Board  as  often  as  it  sees  fit,  and  I  find  no  provision  in  the 
law  which  requires  more  than  a  majority  vote  to  pass  such 
rules  ;  nor  do  I  find  any  provision  requiring  more  than  a  ma- 
jority vote  to  elect  to  positions  which  the  Board  may  fill.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  10th 
inst.,  with  reference  to  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Twenty- 
fourth  street,  from  York  to  Huntingdon  streets,  I  have  exam- 
ined the  Ordinance  of  May  18th,  188b',  page  162,  making  an 
appropriation  of  $15,000  for  certain  sewers,  and  also  the 
Ordinance  of  June  23d,  1886,  page  211,  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  inter  alia  on  Twenty-fourth  street,  from 
York  to  Huntingdon  streets,  and  especially  Section  6th,  pro- 
viding that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  legally  assessed 
and  charged  in  part  payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  Section 
9,  providing  that  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to  enter  security 
on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  any  damages  that 
may  occur  to  private  property  by  reason  of  the  occupation  of 
ground  inter  alia  between  York  and  Huntingdon  streets.  And 
I  desire  to  say,  that  if  Twenty-fourth  street  between  York  and 
Huntingdon  streets,  has  not  been  ordered  open  by  the  Ordi- 
nances of  Councils  and  the  damages  ascertained  and  paid,  or 
if  the  said  street  has  not  been  dedicated  to  public  use  by  pri- 
vate owners,  or  has  not  been  legally  opened  by  the  Court  pro- 
ceedings, then  even  should  the  City  of  Philadelphia  enter  secur- 
ity for  the  damages  to  private  property  by  reason  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer  over  private  ground  in  advance  of  the 
legal  opening  of  the  street,  I  should  consider  it  extremely 
doubtful  whether  the  assessment  bills  would  be  a  legal  charge 
upon  the  land. 

The  ordinance  in  question  is  open  to  two  constructions,  that 
is  to  say,  it  might  be  held  to  be  in  relation  to  assessment  bills 
that  "  the  sums  legally  assessed''  in  Section  6th,  refer  only  to 
assessment  bills  filed  against  property  on  Twenty-fourth  street, 
between  the  points  named,  wmether  the  street  may  have  been 
legally  opened  by  rededication  or  otherwise  in  front  of  prop- 
erty so  assessed,  and  such  parts  as  may  not  have  been  legally 
opened,  and  against  which  legal  assessment  bills  cannot  be 
filed,  the  contractor  should  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 


But  the  second  view,  that  is  to  say,  taking  the  broad  con- 
struction of  the  ordinance,  it  would  seem  that  the  intention  of 
the  Councils  was  that  the  legal  opening  of  the  street  should  be 
provided  for  in  advance  of  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  so  as 
to  make  valid  assessment  bills  against  private  property  ;  but, 
as  1  have  pointed  out  that  the  ordinance  does  not  provide  for 
the  opening  of  the  street,  but  simply  for  the  entering  of  secur- 
ity for  the  damages  to  private  property,  not  due  to  the  opening 
of  the  street,  but  to  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  such  a  con- 
struction of  the  intentions  of  Councils  places  you  in  a  po- 
sition where  you  cannot  carry  it  into  effect,  and  at  the  same 
time  secure  the  certain  validity  of  assessment  bills  along  the 
entire  line  of  Twenty-fourth  street  from  York  to  Huntingdon 
streets. 

If  you  desire  it,  I  can  request  the  Court  to  permit  the  entry 
of  security  for  the  construction  ol  the  sewer  over  private  prop- 
erty under  Section  9,  but  I  must  say  to  you  that  it  is  the 
right  of  the  property  owner,  if  he  insists  upon  it,  to  demand 
that  in  addition  to  the  City's  name  upon  the  bond,  a  surety 
must  be  furnished  satisfactory  to  the  Court.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  20th  instant, 
relative  to  the  proposed  ordinance  authorizing  the  Consolidated 
Transit  Company  to  build  a  road  upon  certain  streets,  received. 
You  request  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 

First.  "As  to  the  rightsof  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and 
Norristown  Railroad  (Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad),  to 
occupy  the  entire  width  of  Ninth  street,  between  Girard  avenue 
and  Master  street,  and  whether  the  city  can  grant  the  Transit 
Company  the  right  to  build  on  that  portion  of  Ninth  street." 
(See  Section  1.) 
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To  this  I  reply  that,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain 
the  facts  in  the  limited  time  afforded  me,  I  find  that  the  rail- 
road companies  referred  to  have  acquired  on  the  said  street 
above  named  such  legal  right  as  to  preclude  the  city  from 
granting  privileges  to  other  than  the  said  companies  now  in 
possession. 

Second.  "  Can  Councils  grant  permission  or  give  assent  to 
the  Consolidated  Elevated  Railroad  Company  to  occupy  Front 
street  for  the  construction  of  an  elevated  road,  when  under 
the  Charter  of  the  Northeastern  Railroad  Company  the 
said  street  is  named  as  a  part  of  the  route  of  the  latter  com- 
pany to  be  occupied  by  it  when  the  assent  of  Councils  is 
obtained  ?" 

Neither  of  the  railroad  companies  in  question  can  enter 
upon  the  highways  of  the  city  without  first  obtaining  the  con- 
sent of  Councils.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find,  such 
consent  has  never  been  given  to  the  Northeastern  Railroad 
Company  for  the  building  of  an  elevated  road  on  Front  street, 
and  I  can  find  no  law,  in  the  brief  time  given  me  to  answer 
these  questions,  that  prevents  Councils  from  giving  its  assent 
to  the  Consolidated  Transit  Company  to  occupy  Front  street. 

Third.  "What  kind  of  compensation  should  be  exacted? 
That  is  to  say,  in  what  form  '(  Should  the  section  provide  for 
a  bond  as  security,  or  the  deposit  of  bonds  to  indemnify  prop- 
erty holders  ?  Does  the  Section  cover  fully  the  question  of 
consequential  damages  to  property  ;  if  so,  how  are  they  to  be 
reached  and  paid  ?" 

The  Section  referred  to  in  the  proposed  ordinance  reads  as 
follows:  '•'•That  the  consent  given  in  this  ordinance  is  upon 
the  condition  that  the  said  The  Consolidated  Transit  Company 
will  make  just  compensation  for  property  on  said  streets  in- 
jured by  the  construction  of  said  railroad." 

In 'my  opinion  this  Section  has  no  legal  significance,  and  in 
no  wise  increases  the  security  desired.  If  the  company  be 
liable  at  all,  it  is  liable  without  this  condition  in  the  ordinance. 
The  compensation  to  be  paid  will  be  compensation  either  to 
the  city  as  a  corporation  for  injury  to  her  property,  or  com- 
pensation to  private  citizens  for  their  property  taken,  injured 
or  destroyed. 

The  Constitution  of  1874,  Article  10,  Section  Fth,  pro- 
vides: ''Municipal  and  other  corporations  and  individuals 
invested  with  the  privilege  of  taking  private  property  for  public 
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use  shall  make  a  just  compensation  for  property  taken,  in- 
jured or  destroyed,  by  the  construction  or  enlargement  of  their 
works,  highways  or  improvements  which  compensation  shall 
be  paid  or  secured  before  such  taking,  injury  or  destruction." 
Questions  arising  under  this  constitutional  provision  have 
been  before  the  Supreme  Court  on  several  occasions,  but  the 
law  cannot  be  considered  fully  and  clearly  settled  in  a  case  of 
the  present  character. 

The  cases  of  Pusey  against  the  City  of  Allegheny*  98 
Pennsylvania,  page  522;  the  Pittsburgh  Junction  Railroad 
Company  against  McCutcheon,  18  W.  N  C,  page  527  :  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company's  appeal,  page  418  ;  and  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company  against  Duncan,  1st  Amer.  352,  are 
not  exactly  parallel  to  the  present  case,  uor  do  1  hud  any  case 
decided  in  Pennsylvania  exactly  similar  in  its  facts  to  tbe 
)) resent  case. 

These  cases  seem  to  hold  that  railroad  companies  are  liable 
in  damages  for  property  actually  taken,  and  for  property 
injured  by  their  construction. 

In  the  recent  cases  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
vs  Lippincott.  et  al,  19  W.  N.  C,  page  513,  the  Supreme 
Court  held  that  a  railroad  company  constructing  and  oper- 
ating an  elevated  road  upon  property  owned  by  it  in  fee 
simple,  fronting  on  one  side  of  the  street,  is  not  liable  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  16,  Section  8,  of  the  Constitution  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  otherwise,  for  depreciation  in  the  value  of 
property  fronting  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  noises,  disturbances,  smoke,  sparks,  and 
vapors  necessarily  resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  road  as 
a  steam  railroad,  where  no  part  of  said  last  mentioned  property 
or  any  right  of  way  or  other  appurtenances  thereunto  belong- 
ing lias  been  taken  or  used  in  the  erection  or  construction  of 
the  road. 

From  the  above  cases  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Court  seems 
to  make  a  distinction  between  damages  to  property  arising 
from  the  construction  of  a  road  and  damages  to  property 
arising  from  the  lawful  use  of  a  constructed  road.  In  other 
words,  in  the  last  case  upon  the  question  the  Supreme  Court 
has  held  that  a  railroad  company  operating  its  line  on  its  own 
property  is  not  liable  in  damages  for  the  lawful  use  of  its  road, 
and  damages  cannot  be  recovered  by  adjoining  owners  for  any 
inconvenience  arising  from   the  smoke,    blowing   of  whistles, 
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ringing  of  bells,  or  the  noise  incident  to  the  lawful  use  of  tlie 
road.  It  may  possibly  be  different  where  the  road  is  built 
upon  a  highway,  and  not  upon  the  property  of  the  railroad 
company,  but  that  question  has  not  yet  been  decided  by  the 
Courts. 

In  my  judgment,  the  best  protection  to  the  city  and  citizens 
will  be  afforded  by  a  bond  made  by  the  company  with  adequate 
security  in  an  amount  to  be  named  by  Councils  and  approved 
bv  the  Mayor,  and  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solici- 
tor, wherein  the  Company  shall  agree  to  pay  all  damages 
resulting  to  the  city  or  to  citizens,  actual  and  consequential, 
arising  from  the  construction,  operation,  and  maintenance  of 
the  road.  This  bond,  however,  is  not  to  be  exacted  as  a  con- 
dition annexed  to  the  consent  of  Councils,  but  as  a  voluntary 
and  independent  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  company.  This 
suggestion  as  to  the  kind  of  security,  is  in  direct  answer  to 
your  question,  but  the  wisdom  of  requiring  such  a  bond  is  for 
Your  determination. 

Fourth.  ,w  Has  the  city  the  right  to  collect  a  tax,  or  rather 
a  revenue  of  two  per  cent.,  or  any  amount  from  the  company's 
gross  receipts  ?" 

Section  4  of  the  proposed  ordinance  reads:  "That  this 
ordinance  and  the  privileges  under  it  shall  be  invalid,  unless 
within  ten  days  after  its  approval,  the  said  The  Consolidated 
Transit  Company  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  city  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (2.10,000)  dollars,  and 
as  each  mile  is  completed  shall  pay  in  like  manner  the  further 
sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  and  shall  file  with  the 
City  Solicitor  an  agreement  to  pay  the  city  a  sum  to  amount 
to  two  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts  in  addition  to  the  above." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  city  cannot  give  its  assent  to  the 
said  company  to  occupy  the  streets  in  the  city  for  the  pur- 
poses of  an  elevated  road,  upon  a  condition  to  pay  two  per 
cent,  or  any  percentage  on  the  gross  receipts  of  the  company. 
It  is  within  her  province  to  designate  the  streets,  to  provide 
how  the  road  should  be  built,  but  I  can  find  no  power  vested 
in  her  to  enforce  a  payment  for  the  privileges  so  granted,  or 
for  the  giving  of  her  assent. 

In  the  case  of  the  City  of  Pittsburgh's  appeal  against  The 
Peoples'  Natural  Gas  Company,  the  Court  held,  iw  The  City 
Councils  have  no  power  to  legislate  upon  condition."  Coun- 
cils are  authorized  to  give  or  withhold  their  assent ;  they  have 
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no  right  to  couple  their  assent  with  any  condition  or  restric- 
tion not  imposed  by  the  Act,  unless  the  company  agrees  to 
accept  the  same  and  he  hound  thereby,  and  even  then  the 
conditions  or  restrictions  so  accepted  by  the  company,  must 
harmonize  and  in  no  wise  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act." 

Fifth.  "  Should  the  company  have  the  right,  under  the 
State  law  and  their  charter,  to  go  on  with  the  construction  of 
the  road,  should  they  violate  the  provisions  of  Section  5  ?" 

Section  5  provides  that  the  franchises  and  privileges  granted 
by  the  proposed  ordinance  shall  be  void,  unless  before  the  con- 
struction of  any  portion  of  the  road,  the  company  shall  procure 
certain  amendments  to  its  charter.  This  condition,  for  the 
reason  above  given,  is  in  my  judgment  void,  and  I  think  the 
whole  section  should  be  stricken  out. 

Sixth.  "  Should  there  be  an  agreement  in  writing  specifying 
security  that  the  company  would  comply  with  Section  6?" 

Section  6  provides  that  the  said  The  Consolidated  Transit 
Company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  maintain  and  keep  in 
repair  all  bridges  constructed  by  it  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. In  my  opinion,  it  is  proper  that  some  agreement  in 
writing  should  be  entered  into  by  the  company,  wherein  they 
agree  to  maintain  and  keep  the  bridges  constructed  by  it  in 
repair,  and  security  given  for  the  same.  This  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  police  regulation,  and  not  a  condition  annexed  to  the 
assent. 

Seventh.  "  Could  the  city  legally  retain  the  $250,000 
should  the  Company  fail  to  construct  the  road  as  provided  in 
Section  7  ?  Is  that  portion  of  the  said  section  providing  for 
the  purchase  of  the  road  legal,  and  can  it  lie  enforced  by  the 
city  ?" 

If  the  company  voluntarily  pays  the  city  $250,000  I  believe 
the  city  can  legally  retain  this  amount  in  the  event  of  the 
failure  to  construct  the  road.  In  my  opinion  the  right  of  the 
city  to  purchase  and  operate  the  railroad  is  extremely  doubtful. 

Eighth.  "  Where,  when,  how,  and  with  whom  should  the 
Company  file  its  plans  of  construction?" 

Tn  my  opinion  the  plans  of  construction  should  be  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Surveys  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  T  would  further  suggest  that  the  plans  should  also  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveys  and  the  Board  of  Highway 
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Supervisors,  and  should  specify  the  height  of  the  said  con- 
struction and  the  details  of  the  same,  all  of  which  should  be 
approved  by  the  said  Boards. 

Ninth.  "Would  it  be  right  for  the  city  to  collect  both  a 
revenue  on  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Company,  and  at  the  same 
time  tax  its  property?" 

To  this  I  reply,  the  section  embodies  a  question  of  legislation, 
and  not  a  question  of  law,  and  I  leave  that  for  your  bodies  to 
determine. 

Having  had  only  a  short  time  since  yesterday  in  which  to 
prepare  the  opinion,  I  have  been  unable  to  do  more  than  to- 
answer  the  questions  submitted.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  June  2,  inquiring 
"  whether  in  all  the  Departments  and  Bureaus  of  the  city, 
appointments  and  promotions  must  be  confirmed  by  Select 
Council  before  the  appointees  become  entitled  to  receive  salary 
warrants,"'  I  reply  that  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Section  2, 
Article  12,  provides :  "  The  Directors  or  chief  officers  of 
departments  shall  appoint  all  subordinate  officers  or  clerks. 
The  Directors  or  chief  officers  of  departments  may  by  written 
order,  giving  their  reasons  therefor,  remove  or  suspend  sub- 
ordinate officers  and  clerks,  provided,  the  same  is  not  done  for 
political  reasons.  In  case  of  such  removal,  the  Director  shall 
appoint  a  successor  who  shall  hold  office  subject  to  the  con- 
firmation within  ten  days  after  such  appointment  by  the  Select 
Council,  if  then  in  session,  or  within  ten  days  after  the  begin- 
ning of  the  next  succeeding  session,  if  such  appointment  be 
made  during  a  recess.'' 
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This  Act  provides  a  new  method  of  appointment,  and  in 
my  opinion  it  does  not  require  the  appointees  of  the  heads  of 
departments  to  be  confirmed  by  Select  Council,  except  in  cases 
where  appointments  are  made  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  a 
removal  made  in  accordance  with  the  act.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  14th 
instant,  enclosing  a  letter  under  date  of  June  13,  addressed 
to  me  by  Edwin  Palmer,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Charities  and  Correction.  The  latter  communication  states 
that  certain  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Guardians  of  the 
Poor  were  furnished  with  a  house  as  part  of  their  compensa- 
tion ;  that  they  have  been  dismissed  from  their  employment, 
and  have  not  vacated  the  houses  occupied  by  them,  and  my 
opinion  is  asked  as  the  course  to  be  pursued. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
rection had  the  right  to  discharge  such  employees,  and  that 
they  have  no  right  to  retain  possession  of  the  houses  which 
they  at  present  occupy.  They  should  be  requested  to  vacate 
at  once,  and  if  they  do  not,  they  can  be  ejected.

Dear  Sir: — The  Act  of  Assembly  approved  by  the  Governor 
on  the  5th  ultimo,  and  of  the  passage  of  which  I  had  not  been 
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advised,  covers  all  the  inquiries  in  yours  which  I  answered 
recently.     It  is  as  follows  : 

"  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  tfr.,  That  vacanies  in  any  Board 
of  School  Directors,  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  remaining  members  of  such  Board,  who  shall  choose  a 
duly  qualified  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whose  death,  resignation, 
removal,  or  neglect  of  duty  under  existing  laws  caused  such 
vacancy. 

"  Sect.  2.  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed."

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  June  20y 
asking  me  whether  or  not  the  Commonwealth  Insurance  Com- 
pany, located  at  No.  706  Chestnut  street,  under  the  Ordinance 
of  November  22,  1870,  West's  Digest,  page  434,  Section  55, 
can  make  copies  of  the  books  and  index  plans  of  the  Registry 
Bureau. 

The  Ordinance  of  May  26,  1865,  Section  51,  West's  Digest, 
page  433,  reads:  "The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
cause  to  be  made,  with  the  aid  of  the  Registry  Bureau,  index 
books  and  blanks,  with  books  of  plans  of  the  city  *  *  *  . 
For  examination  of  records,  made  by  one  not  an  officer  of  the 
city,  twenty -five  cents  shall  be  charged." 

The  Ordinance  of  November  22,  1870,  West's  Digest,  page 
434,  Section  55,  reads  :  "  That  so  much  of  section  first  of 'the 
Ordinance,  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  as  relates  to  the 
charge  of  twenty-five  cents  for  examination  of  records,  be,  and 
the  same  is,  hereby  repealed,  so  far  only  as  to  permit  owners 
of  property  whose  deeds  are  duly  registered,  attorneys-at-law 
of  the  Philadelphia   Bar,  and  members   of  the  Conveyancers' 
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Association  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  examine  said  records 
free  of  charge." 

Under  this  section  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Commonwealth 
Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  as  a  Company,  cannot 
make  the  examination  free  of  charge  ;  but  under  the  terms 
of  the  Ordinance  I  do  not  see  how  any  member  of  the 
bar,  or  any  member  of  the  Conveyancers'  Association  can  be 
charged  any  fee  for  making  an  examination  of  the  books  and 
index  plans  in  your  office  for  any  individual  or  corporation.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation wherein  you  request  my  opinion  upon  the  following 
points  : 

First.  "  Whether  the  Park  Guard,  or  any  other  officers 
acting  in  the  capacity  of  police  in  the  Fairmount  Park,  are 
not  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  other 
police  of  the  city,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  above  ad- 
verted to." 

Second.  "  Whether  the  Mayor  has  full  power  of  appointment 
and  discharge." 

Third.  "Whether  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt  Bill), 
places  the  authority  over  said  officers  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Mayor." 

Fourth.  "Whether  the  Mayor  or  Director  (if  they  have  con- 
trol, of  them),  in  cases  of  the  discharge  or  appointment,  will 
be  required  to  conform  to  the  Civil  Service  Rules  as  in  the 
case  with  the  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Police." 

I  reply  as  follows  : 

By  Acts  of  Assembly  the  control  and  management  of  the 
Park   are  vested  in  Park  Commissioners.     The  27th  Section 
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of  the  Act  of  April  14,  1868,  P.  L.  1090,  provides :  "  The 
said  Park  Commissioners  shall  employ,  equip  and  pay  a  park 
force  adequate  to  maintain  good  order  therein  and  in  all  houses 
thereon  ;  which  force  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
Mayor  upon  any  emergency,  and  so  far  as  said  force  shall  con- 
sist of  others  than  the  hands  employed  to  labor  in  the  park, 
it  shall  be  appointed  and  controlled  as  the  other  police  of  the 
city." 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  policemen  were 
nominated  by  the  Mayor,  and,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Select  Council,  by  him  appointed,  and  he  also,  had  full  control 
and  management  of  the  police  force. 

I  regard  this  act  as  still  in  force,  and  all  policemen  appointed 
to  maintain  order  in  the  park  are  a  part  of  the  police  force  of 
the  city,  and  in  my  opinion  should  still  be  appointed  in  the 
words  of  said  act  ki  as  the  other  police  of  the  city  are  ap- 
pointed." 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section  i>,  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  the  method  of  appointment  of  police,  is  repealed  by  the  Act 
of  June  1,  1885,  and  appointments  are  now  made,  not  by  the 
Mayor,  but  by  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  who  now  has  by 
Article  III  of  said  act,  the  care,  management,  administration, 
and  supervision  of  police  affairs. 

I  therefore  answer  all  your  questions  by  saying  that  all 
policemen  appointed  to  maintain  order  in  Fairmount  Park 
are  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  other  police 
of  the  city  ;  that  the  power  of  appointment  is  not  with  the 
Mayor  nor  with  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  but 
with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and 
that  all  appointments  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Civil  Service  Rules  required  by  Section  3  of  Article  XII  of 
the  Act  of  June  1,  1885. 

Laborers,  however,  employed  in  the  park,  although  a  part 
of  their  duty  may  be  to  maintain  order,  are  still  to  be  employed 
by  the  Park  Commissioners,  as  required  bv  the  Act  of  April 
14,  1868.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  15th 
instant,  which  reads  as  follows :  "An  Act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved April  21,  1855,  West's  Digest,  page  423,  Section  4, 
prescribes  the  inspection  of  public  plans  on  file  in  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys  should  be  public  and  without  charge.  On  page 
433  of  West's  Digest,  Section  51,  an  ordinance  of  Councils 
provides  that  the  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Surveys  shall  furnish 
copies  of  his  index  books  and  blanks  and  plans  for  certain 
specified  charges. 

"Query. — Can  any  one  not  connected  with  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  make  copies  of  these  plans  without  payment  of  the 
charges  named  in  the  last  reference?" 

I  reply  as  follows  : 

First.  Prior  to  the  Act  of  1855,  all  the  public  plans  of 
town  plots  were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  after  confirmation  by  the  said  Court. 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  Section  4,  P.  L.,  264,  provides 
that  "all  the  public  plans  of  town  plots  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  of  Recorder  of  Deeds,  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  subject 
to  the  public  inspection  without  charge.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  Councils,  under  the  supervision  of  the  president  of  said 
Board,  to  cause  to  be  completed  by  the  district  surveyors,  in 
sections,  from  time  to  time,  a  survey  and  plans  of  the  city  plot 
not  already  surveyed,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws 
under  which  the  late  District  of  Spring  Garden  was  surveyed, 
one  copy  of  which  plans,  when  approved  by  the  Court,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  said  Board,  and  the  other  in  the  office 
of  the  proper  district  surveyor,  and  in  like  manner,  and  with 
like  approval,  existing  plans  may  be  revised  and  altered." 

Under  this  section  I  am  of  opinion  that  these  plans,  which 
are  under  the  care  of  the  Survey  Department,  and  for  conve- 
nience deposited  in  the  room  occupied  by  the  Registry  Bureau, 
are  open  to  inspection  at  all  times,  and  are  for  the  use  of  the 
public ;  and  I  find  nothing  in  the  law  that  will  authorize  the 
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collection  of  a  fee  for  inspection  and  examination  of  this  public 
property,  and  I  further  believe  that  measurements  can  be  taken 
and  copies  can  be  made  by  any  one  who  so  desires.  For  any 
assistance  that  may  be  given,  or  for  any  work  or  services  per- 
formed by  the  employees  of  the  city  in  the  Survey  Department 
a  charge  can  be  made. 

Second.  The  Act  of  March  14,  1865,  Section  2,  P.  L.,  321, 
provides,  'The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  under  an  ordinance  and  appropriation  by  the 
Councils  thereof,  shall  cause  to  be  made  books  of  plans  of  the 
said  city,  divided  into  sections,  ....  which  shall  show  the 
situation  and  dimensions  of  each  property  therein,  with  the 
city  numbers  thereof,  and  who  are  the  owners,  with  such  suc- 
cession of  blank  columns  as  will  permit  the  names  of  future 
owners  to  be  entered  therein,  with  the  dates  of  transfer,  and 
with  index  for  recording  such  names  alphabetically." 

Section  3  provides  that  the  original  books,  when  made,  shall 
be  kept  in  the  fire  proof  the  Department  of  Surveys  of  the 
said  city,  and  a  duplicate  set  thereof  shall  be  placed,  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  in  the  office  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners, and  be  there  safely  preserved  in  the  fire-proof; 
and  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  may  furnish  copies  of 
the  said  books  or  parts  thereof  for  such  price  as  may  be  fixed 
by  Councils  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Under  this  act  an  ordinance  was  passed  on  May  26.  1865, 
which  provided  for  the  carrying  into  effect  of  the  provisions  of 
the  act  above  cited,  and  prescribed  that  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  shall  furnish  copies  of  said  books  or  parts  thereof, 
for  which  he  shall  charge  the  following  amounts,  viz. : 

"  For  each  description,  including  stamps,  thirty  cents ;  for 
all  copies  of  plans,  one  dollar  per  hour  consumed  in  their 
preparation.  No  charge  less  than  one  dollar.  For  examina- 
tion of  records,  made  by  one  not  an  officer  of  the  city,  twenty- 
five  cents,  said  sums  to  be  paid  in  the  City  Treasury  in  specific 
items." 

The  ordinance  of  November  22,  1870,  Section  1,  page  522. 
reads:  "  That  so  much  of  Section  1  of  the  ordinance,  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  as  relates  to  the  charge  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  examination  of  records,  be,  and  the  sane  is.  hereby 
repealed,  so  far  only  as  to  permit  owners  of  property  whose 
deeds  are  duly  registered,  attorneys-at-law  of  the  Philadelphia 
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bar,  and  members  of  the  Conveyancers'   Association  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  to  examine  said  records  free  of  charge." 

It  will  be  seen  that  Councils,  in  the  ordinance  to  carry  into 
effect  the  act  above  cited,  fixed  a  charge  for  a  personal  exami- 
nation of  the  index  books,  plans,  etc.,  and  subsequently  repealed 
that  provision  in  so  far  as  the  owners  of  property  whose  deeds 
are  duly  registered,  attorneys-at-law  of  the  Philadelphia  bar, 
and  members  of  the  Conveyancers'  Association  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  are  concerned. 

Under  this  ordinance  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  they  can 
examine  the  books  and  plans  above  referred  to  without  charge, 
and  that  the  examination  will  carry  with  it  the  right  to  make 
a  tracing  or  a  copy,  or  a  memorandum  of  the  figures,  lines, 
distances,  etc.

Under  the 
circumstances,  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  prepare  at  this 
time  the  case  stated,  but  I  advise  you  to  make  the  repairs  upon 
the  street  without  poling  off  or  interfering  with  travel,  and  re- 
return  the  bills  with  the  amounts  to  me.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  21st 
ult.,  wherein  you  request  my  opinion,  whether  under  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  May  14,  1874,  the  property  on  the  north  side 
of  Wyalusing  avenue,  between  Belmont  and  Lancaster  avenues, 
owned  by  the  Olive  Cemetery  Company,  can  be  relieved  from 
the  payment  of  the  frontage  charges  for  water-pipe. 

I  reply  as  follows  : 

In  a  suit  relating  to  this  same  Cemetery  Company,  known 
as  the  case  of  the  Olive  Cemetery  Company  against  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  12  Norris,  page  129,  the  Supreme  Court 
held  that  the  property  of  this  Cemetery  Company  was  exempt 
from  a  sewer  claim  ;  that  the  assessment  by  the  City  against 
the  lots  of  the  Company  for  sewer  charges  was  a  species  of 
taxation  for  local  and  not  State  purposes,  and  that  the  charter 
of  the  Company  expressly  exempts  it  land  from  such  taxation, 
and  that  the  municipal  lien  filed  in  that  case  was  invalid. 

The  Act  of  May  14,  1884,  provides  : 

"  That  all  churches,  meeting-houses,  or  other  regular  places 
of  stated  worship,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed  necessary 
for  the  occupancy  and  enjoyment  of  the  same ;  all  burial- 
grounds  not  used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  *  *  * 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  exempted  from  all  and  every 
county,  city,  borough,  road,  school,  and  poor  tax :  Provided, 
That  all  property,  real  or  personal,  other  than  that  which  is 
in  actual  use  and  occupation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
from  which  any  income  or  revenue  is  derived,  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation,"  etc. 

Assuming  that  the  grounds  of  the  Olive  Cemetery  Company, 
against  which  the  lien  in  this  case  would  be  filed,  are  not  used 
or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  I  advise  you  that  a  lien 
for  water-pipe  against  the  same  would  be  invalid  under  the 
Act  of  1874,  and  also  invalid  by  reason  of  the  tax  exemption 
clause  in  the  charter  of  the  Company. 
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It  follows  from  what  1  have  said,  that  if  Councils  had  au- 
thorized by  ordinance  the  laying  of  water-pipe  upon  the  street 
in  question  the  frontage  charge  could  not  be  collected  by  action 
against  this  Cemetery.  Nevertheless,  I  am  quite  clearly  of 
opinion  that  you  have  no  authority  to  lay  the  water-pipe  in 
question  without  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  unless  the  payment 
of  cemetery  fiontage,  as  well  as  that  of  the  other  property,  is 
assumed  by  the  property  owners. 

The  opinion  which  I  have  above  stated  as  to  the  exemption 
of  Olive  Cemetery  from  a  water-pipe  frontage  charge  as  a  tax, 
is  to  be  taken  in  connexion  with  that  stated  in  my  letter 
to  your  Department,  under  date  of  October  23,  1885,  to  the 
effect  that  notwithstanding  the  lien  for  the  water-pipe  would 
be  invalid,  it  is  still  your  duty,  in  every  such  case,  under  the 
ordinance  of  January  29,  1885,  to  collect  the  cost  of  the  pipe 
before  granting  a  permit  for  the  use  of  water.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  26th  ult., 
asking  my  opinion  upon  the  following  question  :  Where  a  ves- 
sel leaves  from  a  foreign  port  or  place,  and  passing  our  port 
from  a  foreign  port,  and  permitted  to  proceed  from  the  City, 
the  said  vessel  subsequently  lands  at  a  point  or  place  in  New 
Jersey  outside  of  the  Camden  District  and  discharges  her 
cargo,  is  she  not  liable  and  required  to  pay  the  health  fee  ex- 
acted by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  ? 

I  reply  as  follows : 

In  my  opinion,  the  health-fee  should  be  paid  by  the  vessel 
in  the  case  submitted.  The  examination  and  inspection  of  the 
vessel  at  the  Quarantine  Station  is  for  the  safety  and  for  the 
health  of  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  fact  that  the 
vessel  proceeded  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  stated  in  your 
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letter,  made  such  an  inspection  and  examination  necessary 
and  justified  the  health-fee,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
vessel  subsequently  landed  at  a  point  outside  of  Pensylvania 
and  discharged  her  cargo.

Dear  Sir  : — In  response  to  your  letter  received  this  morn- 
ing in  reference  to  the  school  house  New  Market  near  Noble, 
I  beg  to  say  that  the  Board  of  Education  has  no  power  to 
contract  for  the  work  except  in  the  manner  provided  by  statute. 
The  Board  cannot,  therefore,  join  with  the  Reading  Railroad 
Company  in  removing  the  wall  without  advertisement  and 
other  statutory  pre-requisites.  I  understand,  however,  from 
your  letter  that  there  is  necessity  for  immediate  action.  I  think 
your  proper  course  will  be  to  allow  the  Railroad  Company  to 
rebuild  the  wall,  charging  the  proper  proportion  of  expenses  to 
the  city.  The  Railroad  Company  can  then  be  compensated  by 
either  an  appropriation  by  Councils  or  through  a  suit  against 
the  city.  If  the  condition  of  the  school  yard  is  such  that  its 
use  by  the  children  will  be  dangerous,  you  will  be  justified  in 
using  so  much  of  your  emergency  or  'miscellaneous  funds  as 
will  put  it  in  safe  condition  during  the  rebuilding  of  the  wall.

If 
they  refuse  to  re-locate,  I  think  you  have  the  right  to  do  that 
which,  in  your  judgment,  will  be  for  the  public  good.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the  6th 
inst.,  requesting  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  my 
opinion  "  in  regard  to  the  legality  of  the  appropriation  of 
$1,000  asked  for  by  an  organization  of  Volunteer  Firemen." 
The  communications  enclosed  by  you  relative  to  this  subject 
state,  by  way  of  explanation,  that  this  appropriation  is  desired 
"  to  provide  these  visitors  (firemen)  with  a  lunch,  and  such 
other  care  as  may  be  necessary." 

In  reply,  I  would  say  that  I  have,  on  several  occasions,  ad- 
vised Councils  that  the  money  in  the  City  Treasury  is  not 
raised  by  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  lunches,  din- 
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ners,  and  entertainments,  and  Councils  have  no  right  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  such  purposes.  I  see  no  reason  for 
changing  my  opinion,  as  heretofore  expressed,  on  this  subject.

to  enable  the  city  to  grade,  curb,  lay  water-pipe,  and  sewers, 
and  you  are  justified  in  certifying  the  said  street  to  be  a  pub- 
lic highway,  to  that  extent  only.

Dear  Sir': — I  desire  to  submit  the  following  statement  in 
relation  to  the  buildings  of  Messrs.  Drexel  &  Co.,  and  the 
Land  Title  and  Trust  Company  on  Chestnut  street,  now  in 
course  of  erection. 

On  the  5th  instant  I  wrote  a  letter  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
in  answer  to  a  communication  received  that  day,  but  I  wish 
now  to  go  more  fully  into  the  matter,  to  give  you  all  the  de- 
tails, facts,  and  a  full  history  of  the  matter  as  it  stands. 


•  The  first  information  I  had  was  a  communication  received 
on  the  5th  of  September  last  from  W.  H.  Butler,  Esq.,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors,  inclosing  a  commu- 
nication from  Joshua  L.  Baily,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Abuses  and  Complaints  of  the  Citizens'  Municipal 
Association,  calling  attention  to  the  Land  Title  and  Trust 
Company's  building.  I  immediately  wrote  to  Mr.  Butler  and 
instructed  him  to  furnish  you  with  said  complaint,  together 
with  such  information  as  lie  could  give,  that  I  might  receive 
authority  to  file  a  bill  in  equity  praying  the  court  to  restrain 
the  encroachment  if  it  were  unlawful. 

From  papers  now  in  my  possession  I  see  that  Mr.  Butler, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  sent  notices  dated  September 
6,  to  Messrs.  J.  E.  &  A.  L.  Pennock,  contractors  for  the  Land 
Title  and  Trust  Company,  and  Messrs.  Stacy,  Beeves  &  Sons, 
contractors  for  the  Drexel  building. 

On  the  8th  day  of  September  I  received  a  letter  from 
Joshua  L.  Baily,  which  I  answered  on  the  following  day,  and 
told  him  that  I  would  see  you,  and  as  soon  as  facts  were  furn- 
ished and  directions  given  to  me  to  proceed,  would  file  a  bill 
in  equity  if  the  facts  warranted  such  a  course.  I  subsequently 
forwarded  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Baily  to  you,  and  upon  the 
19th  day  of  September  wrote  a  letter  to  you,  in  consequence 
of  which  a  consultation  was  held  in  the  Mayor's  office,  and 
plans  and  surveys  directed  to  be  made.  On  the  23d  of  Sep- 
tember you  sent  to  me  plans  of  the  buildings,  drawn  by  Wil- 
liam C.  Cranmer,  Esq.,  surveyor  of  the  district,  and  ap- 
proved by  Mr.  Smedley,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the 
city,  together  with  a  letter  in  relation  to  the  matter,  which  I 
considered  sufficient  warrant  for  me  to  act  under. 

I  examined  the  buildings  personally,  called  in  the  aid  of 
architects  and  consulted  with  Mr.  Smedley,  going  over  the 
plans  and  the  measurements  with  him.  On  the  3d  of  this 
month,  in  order  that  I  might  have  the  facts  on  which  to  draw 
a  bill,  I  wrote  Mr.  Smedley  a  letter  requesting  him  to  let  me 
know  what  portions  of  the  building  of  the  Land  Title  and 
Trust  Company,  on  Chestnut  street,  above  Sixth,  and  of  the 
Drexel  building,  on  Chestnut  street,  below  Fifth  street,  ex- 
tended beyond  the  line  of  the  street,  and,  if  there  be  an  ex- 
tension beyond  the  line,  how  far  the  extension  goes. 

To  that  inquiry  I  received  a  letter  a  day  or  two  afterwards, 
in  which  he  says  that  from   his  own  examination  and  from  an 
10 
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inspection  of  the  plans  furnished  by  the  Surveyor  and  Regu- 
lator, W.  C.  Cranmer,  Esq.,  he  finds  that,  as  to  the  Drexcl 
building,  it  does  not  encroach  beyond  the  line  of  the  street, 
except  the  pedestals  and  columns  and  architectural  embellish- 
ments on  each  side  of  the  entrance  of  the  building.  At  the 
sidewalk,  the  two  bases,  six  feet  five  inches,  have  been  ex- 
tended into  the  street  three  feet  three  inches.  The  projection 
is  the  same  near  the  top  of  the  first  column,  twenty-seven  feet 
high,  and  at  forty-four  feet  from  the  sidewalk,  near  the  top  of 
the  second  column,  the  projection  is  three  feet. 

As  to  the  Land  Title  and  Trust  Company's  building,  he 
finds  that  "  the  main  face  does  not  encroach  beyond  the  line 
of  the  street,  although  it  is  slightly  beyond  the  adjoining 
properties.  The  two  supports  of  the  archway  at  the  main 
entrance  at  the  street  level  projects  into  the  street  two  feet 
three  inches.  The  architectural  embellishments  extend  four 
feet  six  inches,  at  an  elevation  of  nineteen  feet  above  the  side- 
walk, and  at  the  top  of  the  first  story,  at  thirty-one  feet  above 
the  sidewalk,  the  projection  is  about  two  and  a  half  feet  be- 
yond the  street  line.  Above  this  point  the  wall  recedes  to 
about  eight  inches  back  of  the  building  line." 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  statement  of  facts  that  the  main  face 
of  the  Drexel  building  is  back  of  the  new  line  of  Chestnut 
street,  and  the  only  encroachments  are  the  pedestals,  columns 
and  architectural  embellishments  on  each  side  of  the  entrance 
to  the  building,  forming  what  is  called  in  architecture  a  porch. 
This  is  not  an  illegal  encroachment  upon  the  highway,  as  the 
law  provides  that  porches  and  porticos  shall  not  extend  upon 
streets  of  fifty  feet  in  width  and  upwards  more  than  lour  feet 
six  inches,  and  this  extension  is  but  three  feet  three  inches. 

So  far  as  the  Land  Title  and  Trust  Company's  building  is 
concerned,  the  main  face  is  back  of  the  new  line  of  Chestnut 
street,  and  I  may  mention  in  this  connection  that  the  Ledger 
building  is  fourteen  inches  back  of  the  new  line  of  Chestnut 
street. 

The  porch  of  the  Land  Title  and  Trust  Company's  build- 
ing projects  into  the  street  two  feet  three  inches  at  the  street 
level.      This  is  not  contrary  to  law. 

Under  the  Act  of  April  15,  1838,  P.  L.  626,  there  was 
conferred  upon  the  Councils  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  power 
to  establish  such,  and  so  many  rules  and  regulations  as  to  them 
may  seem  expedient  for  the  better  regulation  of  porches,  por- 
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ticos,  door-steps  *  *  *  or  other  devices  or  projections 
over,  under,  into,  or  otherwise  occupying  the  sidewalk  or  other 
portion  of  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  etc. 

The  ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  provides  inter  alia 
that  it  is  a  nuisance  to  place  or  maintain  any  cellar  door, 
porch  or  steps  which  shall  extend  more  than  four  feet  six  in- 
ches into  any  footway  of  any  street  fifty  feet  wide  or  upwards. 

In  the  case  of  the  city's  appeal,  28  Pennsylvania  State  Re- 
ports, page  3-3,  Judge  Sharswood,  in  delivering  the  opinion 
said:  "It  is  certain  that  under  the  ordinance  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  of  September  23,  1864,  they  might  have  placed 
cellar  doors,  porches  or  steps  extending  into  the  footway  four 
feet  six  inches." 

In  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth  ex  rel.  Attorney- General 
against  Claire  et  al.,  vol.  43,  Legal  int.,  page  150,  Judge 
Allison  in  delivering  the  opinion  said :  "  The  structure  of 
which  the  Commonwealth  complains  is  of  stone,  and  extends 
from  the  pavement  upwards  fourteen  feet  four  inches.  The 
sides  are  of  solid  stone  five  feet  eight  inches  above  the  pave- 
ment, at  which  point  they  are  relieved  by  an  opening  on  each 
side  one  foot  two  inches  wide,  which  openings  are  carried  up 
the  further  distance  of  four  feet  two  inches,  from  which  point 
to  the  top  the  sides  are  solid  stone.  The  sides  at  the  base  ex- 
tend into  the  footway  two  feet  eight  inches,  and  at  the  top 
project  beyond  the  building  line  three  feet  five  inches.  Is 
this  structure  a  porch  ?  I  know  of  no  legal  definition  of  the 
word,  but  it  is  defined  by  Worcester  as  an  exterior  appendage 
to  a  building,  forming  a  covered  approach  to  a  door  or  entrance. 
It  is  often  used  as  synonymous  with  portico.  Webster  says  it 
is  a  kind  of  vestibule,  supported  by  columns,  at  the  entrance 
of  a  building.  We  think  the  structure  in  question  falls  within 
these  definitions  of  a  porch.  It  is  a  covered  approach  to  the 
door  or  entrance  of  the  building  in  question,  and  it  may  well 
be  described  as  a  kind  of  vestibule,  supported  by  columns  at 
the  entrance  of  the  house.  This  seems  to  us  to  be  conclusive 
of  the  question  on  which  this  controversy  mainly  hinges,  for 
if  it  is  a  porch  the  ordinance  of  186  i  sanctions  its  construc- 
tion. The  defendants  were  privileged  to  build  it,  including  the 
steps,  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  four  feet  six  inches  from 
the  building  line."' 

There  is,  however,  a  projection  above  the  roof  of  the  porch 
of  the  Land  Title  and  Trust  Company's  building,  which,  in 
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my  opinion,  has  been  built  contrary  to  law,  and  1  so  notified 
the  architects,  their  counsel  and  the  company.  After  the  noti-. 
fication  an  officer  of  the  company  called  upon  me  and  stated 
that  if  he  could  not  convince  me  that  the  structure  above  the 
porch  was  not  built  contrary  to  law  the  company,  rather  than 
to  go  into  litigation,  or  to  show  any  desire  or  intention  to 
encroach  upon  the  highway,  would  gladly  remove  said  obstruc- 
tion or  modify  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring  it  within  the  law. 
He  contended  that  the  projection  complained  of  was  intended 
solely  as  an  architectural,  ornamental  feature  of  the  porch, 
it  being  no  structural  part  of  the  building,  and  not  being  in- 
tended for  or  capable  of  use  in  connection  with  the  building 
outside  or  inside.  In  other  words,  that  the  whole  projection 
constituted  a  single  porch. 

Upon  an  inspection  of  the  plans  and  of  the  building  itself, 
I  was  not  convinced  that  this  was  a  porch  or  part  of  a  porch, 
and  thereupon,  without  further  notice  to  the  company,  I  pre- 
pared a  bill  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  No.  1,  September 
term,  1887,  No.  222,  praying  the  court  for  a  mandatory  in- 
junction compelling  the  said  defendants  to  remove  so  much  of 
said  building  as  forms  an  illegal  encroachment  upon  the  high- 
way. 

Before  the  filing  of  the  bill  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Land  Title  and  Trust  Company  held  a  meeting  and  sent  word 
to  me  that  the  projection  above  the  porch  would  be  taken 
down  and  such  a  modification  made  of  it  as  would  bring  it 
within  the  law.  When  this  information  reached  me  I  decided 
not  at  present  to  file  the  bill  and  to  submit  the  facts  to  your 
department.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  7th  in- 
stant, enclosing  copy  of  a  resolution  of  inquiry  regarding  the 


railway  paving  test  case,  requesting  me  to  inform  Councils  of 
the  progress  made  in  the  suit  of  the  city  to  test  the  right  of 
the  railroad  companies  to  repave  the  streets  as  directed  by 
Councils. 

On  April  5,  of  last  year,  in  answer  to  a  communication 
from  the  Hon.  William  B.  Smith,  Mayor,  I  wrote  an  opinion 
in  which  I  said  that  railroad  companies  are  bound  to  pave, 
repave  and  repair  the  entire  streets  .occupied  by  them,  unless 
they  are  exempted  by  some  provision  in  their  charter,  and 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  law  to  prevent  the  adaption  by 
the  city  of  improved  pavements,  and  nothing  to  relieve  the 
railroad  companies  from  the  expense  of  putting  down  such 
pavements  and  keeping  them  in  repair. 

Subsequent  to  this  opinion,  the  Highway  Department,  to 
test  the  question,  notified  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company 
to  repave  Ninth  street  with  Belgian  blocks,  The  said  passen- 
ger railway  companies  neglecting  so  to  do,  the  Highway  De- 
partment tore  up  the  street  on  Ninth  street  between  Race  and 
Vine  streets,  and  laid  Belgian  blocks.  I  was  then  directed  to 
bring  suit  to  collect  the  expense  of  the  said  paving  from  the 
said  railway  companies,  or  whichever  might  be  liable.  These 
suits  were  instituted  and  are  now  pending.  We  filed  our  de- 
claration, and  the  companies  both  made  defence.  The  Ridge 
Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
absolutely  freed  by  the  provisions  in  its  charter  from  any  care 
of  the  highways  occupied  by  it.  The  Union  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  sets  up  as  a  defence  that  it  has  no  rails  on 
Ninth  street,  but  under  a  contract  between  it  and  the  Ridge 
Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company  it  uses  the  rails  of  said 
company.  I  may  mention  in  this  connection  that  a  worse 
selection  of  locality  could  not  have  been  made  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  testing  this  important  question. 

In  order,  however,  that  this  case  might  reach  a  speedy  con- 
clusion, we  have  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  counsel 
representing  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
Mr.  Gendell,  to  file  a  case  stated,  bringing  up  the  question  as 
between  the  city  and  that  road,  as  to  the  liability  of  the  said 
railway  company  to  care  for  the  streets  over  which  it  runs  its 
line.     This  case  will  be  argued  this  fall. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  for  me,  at  this  time,  to  say  that 
a  summary  way  to  settle  the  question  would  be  for  the  Bureau 
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of  Highways  to  enter  upon  a  street  occupied  by  but  one  rail- 
way company,  after  giving  notice  to  repave  with  improved 
pavement,  and  designating  the  kind  and  the  manner  of  con- 
struction, and  if  said  railway  company  should  not  comply  with 
the  notice  or  directions  so  given,  then,  if  necessary,  the  High- 
way Department  should  block  off  the  street,  tear  up  the  pave- 
ment, and  repave  as  Councils  may  direct,  selecting  a  locality 
out  of  repair,  and  upon  the  line  of  a  railway  company  which 
is  clearly  liable  for  the  care  of  the  streets  over  which  it  runs, 
and  in  tfie  vicinity  of  improved  pavements  laid  by  the  city  or 
citizens. 

I  have  had  several  consultations  with  General  Wagner,  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  in  relation  to  this 
matter,  and  he  is  at  present  considering  the  feasibility  of  acting 
upon  my  suggestion.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
in  which  you  ask  if  janitors  of  public  schools  are  debarred 
from  attending  conventions  by  virtue  of  their  position  as  em- 
ployees of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  known  as  the  Bullitt  Bill,  pro- 
vides, Article  15,  Section  1,  paragraph  10,  that  "  No  officer 
or  employee  of  any  department,  trust  or  commission,  shall  be 
a  member  of  or  delegate  to  any  political  convention,  nor  shall 
he  be  present  at  any  such  convention  except  in  the  perform- 
ance of  duty  relating  to  his  position  as  such  officer  or  employee, 
and  any  violation  of  these  pi-ovisions  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of 
his  position,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  to 
dismiss  him  from  office  and  enter  upon  their  record  the  cause 
of  such  dismissal." 
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The  Department  of  Education  is  one  of  the  executive  de- 
partments of  the  City  Government,  and  a  janitor  is  an  em- 
ployee under  that  department,  and  in  my  opinion  he  cannot 
be  a  delegate  to  a  political  convention,  nor  can  he  be  present 
unless  it  be  in  the  performance  of  a  duty  relating  to  his  posi- 
tion as  such  officer  or  employee.

Dear  Sir  : — A  few  days  ago  you  left  at  this  office  a  letter 
from  the  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  a  letter  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Union  Passenger  Railroad  Company,  relative 
to  the  opening  of  Susquehanna  avenue,  west  of  Hancock  street, 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  a  turn-out.  On  that  day  I  called  at 
your  office  and  advised  you  that  the  Company,  under  its  char- 
ter, had  the  right  to  lay  a  turn-out  on  Susquehanna  avenue, 
west  from  Hancock  to  Fourth  street.  You  have  since  requested 
my  opinion  in  writing. 

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said,  that  the  Act  of  April  8, 
18(34,  P.  L.  297,  incorporating  the  Union  Passenger  Railroad 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  provides  that  such  railroad  com- 
pany "  shall  have  the  right  to  lay  out  and  construct,  or  cause 
to  be  laid  out  and  constructed,  a  railway  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, along  such  route  and  streets  as  are  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for,  namely,  beginning  at  or  near  the  intersection  of 
Wharton  and  Front  streets ;  thence,  with  a  single  track  and 
such  turn-outs  as  may  be  necessary  along  *  *  *  *  (here  fol- 
lows a  numeration  of  the  streets  over  which  the  track  may 
be  laid  until  it  reaches  Emerald  street) ;  thence  along  Emerald 
street  to  Susquehanna  avenue,  and  thence  along  Susquehanna 
avenue  to  Fourth  street."

The  object  of  the  Act  was  to  enable  the  city  officials, 
by  an  examination  of  your  records,  to  ascertain  the  real  owner 
of  city  lots  and  the  judgment  in  ejectment  vesting  the  title  in 
Mr.  Cox,  and  your  book  should  show  that  he  is  the  owner.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  12th  in- 
stant, enclosing  "An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  granting  of 
permission  to  Frederick  Zeisse  to  erect  a  small  iron  bridge  or 
passage-way  across  Duponceau  street,  to  connect  his  properties 
on  Walnut  street." 

You  ask  my  opinion  lt  as  to  the  legality  of  the  city  granting 
privileges  to  owners  of  property  to  erect  bridges  across  streets 
connecting  their  properties,  so  as  to  have  communication  and 
passage  from  one  building  to  the  other." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  right  to  grant  such 
a  privilege,  provided  it  in  no  wise  interferes  with  the  use  of 
the  streets  as  public  highways.  Permission  may  be  granted 
or  withheld  according  to  the  circumstances  in  each  case,  Coun- 
cils having  the  right  to  exercise  their  best  discretion  in  the 
matter.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  your  letter  of  the  13th  ult.,  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  an  ordinance  prepared  by  your  Committee  pro- 
viding for  the  semi-monthly  payment  of  the  officers  and 
employees  of  the  city,  and  asking  me  my  opinion  as  to 
the  legality  of  the  said  ordinance. 

I  have  examined  into  this  matter  with  great  care,  and  I 
find,  for  instance,  that  by  various  Acts,  of  Assembly  some  of 
the  officials  who  are  now  embraced  in  the  departments  referred 
11 
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to  in  Section  1  of  your  ordinance,  are  to  be  paid  their  salar- 
ies at  certain  periods,  as  follows  :  Health  officer  "  in  even  and 
equal  quarterly  payments;"  Lazaretto  physician  to  be  paid 
quarterly  ;  quarantine  master  to  be  paid  quarterly  :  county 
controller  and  county  commissioners  to  be  paid  quarterly  : 
county  treasurers  to  be  paid  quarterly. 

Of  course,  where  the  Act  of  Assembly  fixes  the  period 
when  an  official  shall  be  paid,  no  ordinance  can  in  any  wise 
effect  a  change.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  an  ordinance 
such  as  you  propose  could  be  passed  providing  for  the  semi- 
monthly payment  of  officials  whose  payments  are  not  already 
paid  under  Acts  of  Assembly  to  be  made  at  certain  periods.

Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  25th  instant,  I 
advise  you  that  if  J.  B.  Carey  is  building  his  buildings  so  as 
to  extend  them  back  into  Park  avenue  (an  unopened  and  un- 
dedicated  street  laid  out  upon  the  city  plan),  under  the  Act  of 
Assembly  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  he  will  be  com- 
pelled to  remove  the  buildings  so  extended  over  the  street,  at 
his  own  expense  when  Park  avenue  is  opened,  and  I  think  it 
would  be  well  for  you  to  expressly  notify  him  of  this  fact,  or 
have  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  do  so. 

Of  course,  as  this  street  is  merely  plotted,  and  is  not  opened 
or  dedicated,  you  cannot  compel  him  to  stop  building  beyond 
the  line  of  Park  avenue,  but  a  record  should  be  made  of  this 
in  your  office,  so  that  if  Park  avenue  is  opened  at*  any  time, 
the  fact  that  the  buildings  were  erected  over  Park  avenue, 
after  express  notice  on  your  part,  may  be  made  plain  upon 
the  jury  plan.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of  the 
16th  instant,  enclosing  a  history,  etc.,  of  the  Grandom  Insti- 
tute, and  letters  from  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Dixon. 
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You  request  my  opinion  whether  a  bill  for  sewer  against  the 
property  of  the  Grandom  Institute  is  valid,  and  further  say  : 
"  this  property,  in  front  of  which  a  sewer  is  laid,  is  not  used 
by  the  Grandom  Institute,  I  presume  the  revenue  derived  from 
it  goes  into  the  general  fund." 

The  first  section  of  the  Act  of  May  14,  1874,  P.  L.  1-38, 
exempts  from  taxation  (which  includes  municipal  assessments) 
"  all  associations  and  institutions  of  learning,  benevolence  or 
charity,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed  and  necessary  for 
the  occupancy  and  enjoyment  of  the  same,  founded,  endowed, 
and  maintained  by  public  or  private  charity,  etc.  ;  Prodded, 
That  all  property,  real  and  personal,  other  than  that  which  is 
in  actual  use  and  occupation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
from  which  no  income  or  revenue  is  derived,  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation." 

Whether  the  Grandom  Institute  is  or  is  not  exempt  from 
taxation  is  a  question  not  now  necessary  to  decide.  The  ques- 
tion here  is  really  under  the  proviso  to  said  act. 

If  the  property,  in  front  of  which  the  sewer  was  laid,  is  not, 
as  you  say,  used  by  the  Grandom  Institute,  and  the  institution 
derives  an  income  or  revenue  therefrom,  then  the  lot  in  front 
of  which  tke  sewer  is  laid  is  not  exempt  from  taxation,  and  a 
bill  for  said  sewer  against  said  property  is  valid.  The  facts  as 
furnished  by  the  Grandom  Institute  do  not  cover  this  point, 
but  I  assume  them  to  be  as  stated  by  you,  and  base  my  opinion 
thereon.

Gentlemen  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  commu- 
nication under  date  of  November  4,  requesting  my  opinion 
upon  the  following  questions  : 


First.  "  Have  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the 
power  and  legal  right  to  grant  to  a  corporation  not  incorpo- 
rated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  to  a 
company,  a  firm  or  an  individual,  permission  to  lay,  construct 
or  maintain  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  telephone,  electric 
light  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables,  manholes, 
pneumatic  tubes,  or  steam  conductor,-,  under  the  streets  or 
highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ?  " 

To  this  I  reply  as  follows  :  The  streets  of  Philadelphia  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Commonwealth.  Any  person  or 
corporation  claiming  a  right  to  occupy  and  use  the  streets  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  indicated  in 
your  cpuestion,  must  show  authority  from  the  Commonwealth. 
Unless  this  authority  is  shown,  Councils  have  no  power  nor 
"legal  right"  to  grant  permission  to  such  individual  or  cor- 
poration to  tear  up  the  streets  and  lay  down  lines  of  telegraph, 
telephone  or  electric  light  wires,  or  perform  any  of  the  work 
contemplated  in  your  question. 

Second.  "  Have  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
the  power  and  legal  right  to  grant  to  a  corporation  not  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  or  to  a 
company,  a  firm  or  an  individual,  permission  to  erect,  construct 
or  maintain  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph,  telephone,  electric 
light  wires  or  poles,  upon  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia?  " 

In  answer  to  this  inquiry,  I  desire  to  say  there  may  be 
some  doubt  in  relation  to  the  question  as  to  how  far  a  city  can 
prevent  the  construction  of  a  telegraph  line,  the  same  being 
considered  an  instrument  of  commerce.  (Pensacola  Tel.  Co. 
vs.  Western  Union  Tel.  Co.,  6  Otto,  page  8,  and  others.) 
But  so  far  as  the  electric  light  wires  or  poles  are  concerned, 
the  individual  or  corporation  proposing  to  do  the  work  must 
show  authority  from  the  State  before  permission  can  be 
granted  by  the  Councils  of  the  city.  Foreign  corporations 
may  become  corporations  of  this  State  by  complying  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  of  June  9,  1883. 

Third.  "  Is  there  any  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  under  which  a  charter  can  legally  be  obtained 
granting  to  a  corporation  so  incorporated,  the  right  to  lay, 
construct  or  maintain,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  line  or  lines  of  electrical  conduc- 
tors, conduits,  cables,  wires  or  tubes,  under  the  streets  or  high- 
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ways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 

electric  light  or  power  to  the  public?  " 

In  answer  to  this,  I  would  say,  that  in  my  opinion  there  is 
authority  under  Sections  2  and  34  of  the  Act  of  April  29, 
1874,  to  obtain  a  charter  for  the  purposes  of  furnishing  elec- 
tric light  or  power  to  the  public  by  laving  conduits,  wires, 
etc.,  under  the  streets  of  the  city,  subject,  of  course,  to  the 
consent  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  November 
25,  enclosing  three  ordinances  now  under  consideration  before 
a  Sub-Committee  of  Councils  on  Municipal  Government,  of 
which  you  are  Chairman,  one  in  relation  to  reducing  the  cost 
of  advertising  public  lamps,  the  second  authorizing  the  imme- 
diate laying  of  water-pipe  in  certain  cases,  and  the  third  au- 
thorizing the  immediate  laying  of  gas-pipe  in  certain  cases. 

In  answer  to  the  first  I  reply,  that  I  think  the  ordinance  is 
in  proper  form,  except  it  might  be  more  explicit  in  its  terms 
as  to  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  of  March  25,  1872,  Section 
1,  page  106,  in  reference  to  the  location  and  removal  of  public 
lamps.  The  ordinance  submitted  makes  very  material  changes, 
and  while  Councils  have  the  power  to  repeal  any  rules  already 
made,  it  is  well,  of  course,  that  no  doubt  or  confusion  should 
arise. 

In  answer  to  the  second  and  third,  I  reply,  that  I  do  not 
find  anything  wrong  in  the  form  of  these  ordinances,  unless, 
perhaps,  it  is  in  their  titles.  They  are  entitled  respectively  : 
"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  immediate  laying  of  gas-pipe 
in  certain  cases,"'  and  kiAn  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  imme- 
diate laying  of  water-pipe  in  certain  cases." 
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I  think  it  will  be  better  to  insert  the  words  kl  by  property 
owners  "  after  the  words  "  gas-pipe  "  and  k'  water-pipe." 

The  ordinances  will  make  a  very  substantial  modification  of 
the  ordinances  of  January  29,  1855,  Section  30,  West's  Di- 
gest, 492,  and  of  June  2,  1866,  West's  Digest,  493,  which 
provided  for  the  laying  of  water-pipe  by  the  municipal 
authorities  at  the  expense  of  the  property  owners,  and  the 
purpose  of  the  amending  ordinances  should  be  clearly  stated 
in  their  titles. 

I  enclose  copies  of  the  ordinances  sent  me.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  yours  of  the  27th  ultimo,  requesting 
me  to  furnish  the  Committee  on  Law  with  an  opinion  as  to  the 
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rights  of  the  Frankford  and  Southwark  Railway  Company  to 
occupy  Lehigh  avenue  as  a  car  stand.  Accompanying  your 
letter  was  a  copy  of  one  from  the  President  of  the  Railway 
Company,  stating  thai  they  claimed  the  right  to  stand  a  reason- 
aide  time  to  transfer  the  passengers  from  the  main  line  to  the 
new  extended  line  to  Franklinville. 

I  reply  as  follows : — The  Frankford  and  Southwark  Phila- 
delphia City  Passenger  Railway  Company  had  the  right  under 
Arts  (if  Assembly  and  Ordinances  to  build  the  extension  from 
Lehigh  avenue  northward  to  Franklinvile. 

I  am  informed  that  over  tliis  extension  of  many  squares 
they  run  cars  on  a  schedule  somewhat  different  from  that  south 
of  Lehigh  avenue.  I  helieve  that  their  right  to  lay  tracks 
and  run  cars  thereon  and  operate  their  railway,  carries  with  it 
the  right  to  make  a  reasonable  use  of  the  streets,  by  having 
the  cars  stand  a  reasonahle  time  for  the  transfer  of  passengers 
and  for  the  convenience  of  the  public.  In  this  connection  I 
must  say  that  the  railway  companies'  rights  are  not  higher  than 
the  rights  of  the  public,  and  the  highways  cannot  be  used  by 
them  in  an  unreasonable  manner,  or  to  the  inconvenienee  of 
the  traveling  public.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  14th 
ultimo.,  stating  that  the  Peoples'  Passenger  R.  R.  Company 
have  been  notified  to  remove  their  tracks  on  the  north  side  of 
Vine  street  and  on  York  road  north  of  Vine,  and  asking  for 
instructions  and  directions  as  to  the  proper  action  in  the 
premises,  I  beg  to  reply  that  the  Company,  by  its  charter, 
has  the  right  to  lay  tracks  on  certain  streets,  including  those 
referred  to  by  you. 
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Councils  gave  this  Company  permission  by  ordinance  of 
November  25,  1874,  page  349,  to  construct  their  road,  pro- 
vided that  the  Company  shall  agree  "  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  ordinance  and  with  all  the  ordinances 
and  laws  of  the  city  regulating  passenger  railway  companies." 

The  only  ordinance  referring  to  the  abandonment  of  tracks 
is  that  of  July  7,  1857,  Section  8,  but  that  ordinance,  in  my 
opinion,  does  not  apply  to  such  a  case  as  the  one  we  are  now 
considering.  If,  however,  the  Peoples'  Company  has,  in  fact, 
abandoned  its  tracks  on  Vine  street  and  on  York  road,  and  by 
reason  of  that  abandonment  the  highways  of  the  State  are  en- 
cumbered to  the  incon /enience  of  the  public,  I  believe  the 
Attorney- General  can  be  called  upon  to  act  in  the  premises. 

If  the  company  has,  by  abandoning  its  tracks,  left  the 
streets  out  of  repair,  you  can  undoubtedly  make  the  necessary 
repairs  at  the  expense  of  the  Company,  should  it  fail  on  notice 
to  make  the  needed  repairs. 

I  know  of  no  law,  however,  which  gives  the  city  the  right 
to  take  up  tracks  on  the  route  of  any  railway  upon  the  allega- 
tion that  the  tracks  have  been  abandoned.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
7th  instant,  wherein  you  state  that  "  some  ten  days  since  I 
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called  at  your  office  and  left  sundry  papers  relating  to  the 
payment  for  the  bridge  being  built  on  Montgomery  county 
line  near  Chestnut  Hill.  An  answer  was  promised  me  within 
a  day  or  two,  but  I  am  as  yet  without  a  reply,  and  this  whole 
business  is  blocked  because  I  am  not  able  to  communicate  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Montgomery  County,  the  conclusions 
reached  by  us  in  the  premises." 

I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Alexander  that  when  you  called  you 
saw  him  in  relation  to  this  and  many  other  matters ;  that  your 
question  was,  as  indicated  by  your  letter,  a  verbal  one.  He 
informs  me  that  the  matter  was  examined,  and  that  he  did 
comply  with  his  promise — called  at  your  office  within  a  day 
or  two,  and  told  you  there  was  no  necessity  for  an  ordinance 
in  this  case  ;  that  under  the  statute  the  Councils  were  jointly 
liable  for  the  expense  of  the  bridge ;  that  the  proper  thing  to 
do  was,  first,  satisfy  yourself  that  the  contract  was  given  at  a 
reasonable  fair  price,  and  that  the  specifications  were  in  proper 
form  to  secure  a  good  structure,  and  then  write  the  authorities 
of  Montgomery  county  to  proceed  with  the  work,  and  the  city 
would  bear  one-half  the  expense.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  6th  inst. 
enclosing  a  copy  of  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  pay  H.  &  J.  Deehan  for  construction  of  sewer  on  Palmer 
street,"  and  asking  whether  the  ordinance  is  a  legal  one  or 
not. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  contract  of  II.  &  J. 
Deehan  for  the  construction  of  the  Palmer  street  sewer  was 
approved  July  5,  1877.     (Ordinances,  1887,  page  221.) 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  that  contract. 
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The  Controller,  in  answer  to  a  letter  asking  for  it.  has  re- 
plied that  it  is  not.in  his  possession,  and  that  the  plaintiff's 
counsel  has  it.  I  have  seen  him,  and  he  states  that  he  does 
not  know  where  it  is. 

I  presume,  however,  that  it  was  drawn,  as  all  such  contracts 
have  been  for  many  years  past,  with  the  usual  clause  requiring 
the  contractor  to  accept  assessment  bills  in  part  payment 
as  cash,  and  providing  that  the  city "  does  not  in  anywise 
guarantee  any  of  the  said  bills  to  be  good  and  collectible." 

In  fact,  the  Ordinance  of  May  1_,  1866,  " Brightly's  City 
Digest,"  page  302.  p.  451,  required  that  thereafter  it  should 
be  a  condition  of  all  sewer  contracts,  "  that  the  contractor 
shall  accept  assessment  bills  ...  as  so  much  cash  paid  by 
the  city  on  the  said  contract,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the 
same  at  his  own  cost  without  recourse  to  the  city  in  any 
event." 

The  contractor  in  this  case,  Mr.  Hugh  Deehan,  was  given 
assessment  bills,  which  he  endeavored  to  collect. 

I  believe,  however,  that  he  failed  in  making  these  collections. 

In  the  cases  of  Hortter  against  the  city;  13  W.  N.  C.  40, 
and  Dickinson  against  the  city,  14  W.  N.  C.  367,  the  Su- 
preme Court  has  held  that  the  contractor  in  such  cases  has  no 
recourse  against  the  city. 

In  1885,  Councils  passed  an  ordinance  to  pay  one  T.  P. 
Smart  $600  in  reimbursement  of  that  amount  of  assessment 
bills  which  he  had  failed  to  collect. 

The  Controller  refused  to  countersign  the  warrant. 

Suits  were  instituted,  and  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that 
the  Controller  was  right.  (Dechert,  City  Controller,  vs.  Com- 
monwealth, ex.  rel.  Smart,  18  W.  N.  C.  157.) 

The  court,  after  referring  to  the  contractor's  agreement  to 
take  assessment  bills  in  payment,  and  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
received  the  bills,  said  :  "  It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  the  city 
owed  him  nothing  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer.  He  had 
been  paid  in  full  four  years  before  the  ordinance  was  passed 
authorizing  the  warrant,  and  paid  precisely  as  the  contract 
provided." 

The  court,  after  reviewing  the  power  of  the  Controller, 
says :  "  The  city  corporation  holds  its  moneys  in  trust  to  be 
used  for  legitimate  corporate  purposes  only.     There  is  no  au- 
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thority  to  apply  them  otherwise,  or  to  bestow  them  upon  those 
to  whom  the  city  was  under  no  obligations  whatever." 

I  can  see  no  distinction  between  the  present  ordinance  and 
that  referred  to  in  the  case  above  cited,  and  I  therefore  advise 
you  that  the  ordinance  submitted  to  me  makes  an  appropria- 
tion of  the  city's  money  to  pay  that  which  is  not  a  legal  claim 
against  the  city,  and  should  not,  therefore,  receive  your 
approval.

In  re  Occupancy  of  Second  and  Walnut  streets  as  car  stafid. 
General  Louis  Wagner, 

Director  of  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
November  26th,  in  which  you  state  that  complaint  is  made  by 
the  owners  of  property  on  Walnut  street  immediately  west  of 
Second  street  of  the  occupancy  of  that  street  by  the  cars  of 
the  Chestnut  and  Walnut  Street  Line,  and  that  you  have  been 
requested  to  order  their  removal.  You  ask  my  opinion  as  to 
the  legal  right  of  the  Company  to  occupy  the  street  for  such  a 
purpose. 

I  reply  as  follows : — The  Philadelphia  City  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  was  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  March  26, 
1859,  Section  1  of  which  provides  inter  alia,  "  that  the  com- 
pany shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  passenger  railways  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  July  7,  1857." 

The  company  undoubtedly  has  a  right  to  adopt  any  and  all 
reasonable  regulations  necessary  for  the  proper  management 
of  the  business  for  which  the  company  is  organized,  providing 
such  regulations  are  not  prohibited  by  its  charter  and  the  or- 
dinances of  the  city,  and  providing  further  that  they  do  not 
unreasonably  conflict  with  the  lawful  rights  of  the  owners  of 
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private  property  and  of  the  public  in  general.  This  right  to 
lay  tracks  and  run  cars  thereon  and  operate  their  railway  car- 
ries with  it  the  right  to  make  a  reasonable  use  of  the  streets 
by  having  the  cars  stand  a  reasonable  time  for  the  transfer  of 
passengers,  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

The  company  cannot  allow  its  cars  to  remain  for  an  un- 
reasonable length  of  time  upon  any  part  of  the  line  to  the 
inconvenience  of  the  public,  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  rights 
of  adjacent  owners,  preventing  teams  from  loading  and  un- 
loading goods,  or  in  any  way  unreascnably  interfering  with 
the  general  rights  of  the  public  upon  the  streets.  The  railway 
companies'  rights  are  not  higher  than  the  rights  of  the  public, 
and  the  highways  cannot  be  used  by  them  in  an  unreasonable 
manner,  or  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  public.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  12th 
instant,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  substi- 
tute can  be  appointed  a  Guard  of  t\e  House  of  Correction 
without  an  examination  under  the  Civil  Service  rules. 

I  reply  as  follows:  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  June  1, 
1885,  the  appointment  of  the  House  of  Correction  Guards 
without  the  preliminary  examination  in  conformity  with  the 
Civil  Service  provisions  of  the  statute  is  unlawful,  whether 
the  men  for  those  positions  are  chosen  from  among  the  substi- 
tutes or  not. 

If  you  have  connected  with  your  department  a  regular  set 
of  substitutes  to  temporarily  fill  the  places  of  permanent  em- 
ployees when  the  latter  are  unable  to  work,  I  am  of  opinion 
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that  all  those  substitutes  selected  since  the   first  Monday  of 
April,  1887,  should  have  first  undergone  such  examination.

In  re  Examination  of  books  of  plans,  etc. 
John  W.  Frazier,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  1st  ultimo  in  re- 
lation to  the  examination  of  the  books  of  plans  in  the  Regis- 
trar's office,  in  which  you  ask  "if  a  man  who  owns  a  single 
property,  the  deed  of  which  is  duly  registered  in  one  of  the 
plot  books,  can  examine  all  the  other  books  of  plans — one 
hundred  and  fifty  in  number — and  day  after  day,  for  months 
consecutively,  use  said  books  for  making  copies  thereof,  and 
for  other  purposes,  free  of  charge?" 

The  ordinances  of  May  26,  1865,  Section  2,  and  November 
22,  1870,  Section  1,  Brightly 's  City  Digest,  page  306,  Sec- 
tions 474  and  475,  which  give  owners  of  property  whose 
deeds  are  duly  registered,  attorneys  at  law  of  Philadelphia 
bar,  etc.,"  the  right  to  examine  the  records  of  the  Registry 
Bureau,  do  not  impose  any  limitation  upon  the  right  to  a  free 
examination  of  the  records  by  the  said  persons,  I  think, 
therefore,  they  may  examine  them,  that  is,  the  records,  and  all 
of  them,  whenever  and  for  so  long  a  time,  under  proper  regu- 
lations, as  they  desire.  Of  course,  it  is  not  to  be  understood 
that  any  person  can  monopolize  the  use  of  the  books  so  as  to 
prevent  a  proper  use  by  others  who  are  entitled  to  the  same 
privilege.
